During  the 
past  year,  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  respectable 
women,  have  been  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  whose 
marriage  has  been  proven  either  by  certificate,  or  sat- 
isfactory evidence  given  to  the  Visiting  Committee 
Eighty  have  left  as  Wet-Nurses,  in  whose  health  and 
respectability  confidence  could  be  placed,  an  advan- 
tage only  fully  appreciated  by  those  who  have  had 
occasion  to  require  one,  and  know  the  anxiety  and 
solicitude  dependent  upon  a  proper  selection, 
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The  general  health  of  the  Institution  is  and  has 
be?n  unexceptionable,  the  inmates  have  been  free  from 
all  ot!:er  visitations  of  disease  than  those  incidental 
to  their  peculiar  situation. 

The  resident  physician  Dr.  E.  It.  Pulling,  has  been 
skilfull  and  effective  in  his  services,  and  our  kind  ma- 
tron, Mrs.  Monilaws,  still  exercises  her  energetic  su- 
pervision over  the  affairs  and  interests  of  the  establish- 
ment, the  economy  and  management  of  which  is 
admirable. 

To  the  consulting  and  attending  physicians,  ever 
ready  to  offer  their  valuable  assistance  and  advice,  in 
cases  of  emergency,  the  Managers  are  sensible,  and 
tender  their  most  sincere  thanks. 

Our  out- door  department  continues  to  be  of  essen- 
tial benefit  to  those,  who,  although  able  to  remain  at 
home,  are  not  competent  to  pay  for  medical  attendance, 
and  who  by  leaving  their  address  at  the  asylum,  will 
be  furnished  with  skilful  gratuitous  attendance.  Of  such 
recipients,  828  have  received  the  benefit  of  this  cha- 
rity, and  the  attention  of  the  district  physicians  is 
worthy  of  commendation. 

The  asylum  has  received  the  aid  and  support  of 
many  to  whom  those  most  interested  in  its  welfare 
must  feel  grateful,  but  it  is  from  the  bequest  of  the 
late  Mr.  James  Mc Bride,  that  they  have  been  enabled 
to  meet  the  steadily  increasing  demands  upon  it.  By 
referring  to  the  Treasurer's  report  a  full  statement 
will  be  shown  of  the  financial  affairs,  and  will  furnish 
a  strong  appeal  to  those  who  sympathise  with  us,  not 
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to  withdraw  or  diminish  their  subscriptions,  but  as 
God  has  prospered  them,  to  increase  it. 

Abounding  as  our  city  does  in  Institutions  of  Be- 
nevolence, ours,  from  its  peculiar  nature,  must  remain 
in  retirement,  and  can  never,  be  brought  prominently 
before  the  public.  We  are  aware  of  very  interest- 
ing cases,  which  if  related  would  forcibly  appeal  to 
the  best  feelings  of  the  heart,  but  we  deem  it  out  of 
place,  and  trust  to  the  knowledge  the  public  have 
of  this  the  only  establishment  in  a  large  and  populous 
city.  We  hope  to  be  sustained  by  that  Almighty  Pa- 
rent, who  overruleth  all  things  for  good  ;  and  who, 
knoweth  the  heart's  intentions  of  those  who  truly  desire 
to  do  his  will,  and  may  the  blessing  of  "  Him  who  was 
ready  to  perish,"  rest  upon  those  who  contribute  their 
sympathy  and  aid  to  this  Institution.

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Societjr  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  fro  n  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but, 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  specia* 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annul 
ally  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
lo  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xm.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part  ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applicaiions  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy-- 
lum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance' 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthty  meeting 

Art.  xviii.    No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager* 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex,, 
cept  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concurrence 
of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  lh& 
Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE

CHAPTER  I  . 

Officers: 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing- by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  lit* 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  .  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immediate- 
ly after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

L  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  untax  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  ^have  been  Six 
Months  in  the  Country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties. 
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IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  tha  patients.  * 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  |They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physican  inl  attendance 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  mati^n  where  he  may  be  found. 
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VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 
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V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  [Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER    X  , 

Or clei'  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective^.Committees  in^the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti- 
tution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI, 

By-Laws. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion-street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Managers  to  present 
their  Thirty-fourth,  report  of  the  New- York  Lying-in- 
Asylum.  In  doing  so,  they  feel  that  from  its  peculiar 
quiet  and  retirement,  little  occurs  during  its  yearly 
round,  to  bring  it  more  prominently  before  the  public  : 
yet  it  demands  from  them,  an  expression  of  "  Gratitude 
to  Him,"  who  has  blessed  and  prospered  their  exer- 
tions and  permitted  them  to  afford  shelter  and  protec- 
tion in  the  time  of  need,  to  One  Hundred  and  Thirty 
One,  virtuous  and  respectable  women,  Many  have 
been  Americans,  Fifty-six  Protestants,  Seventy-five 
Roman  Catholics.  One  Hundred  and  Eleven  have 
been  confined.  A  very  large  number  have  left  as 
Wet-Nurses, — proving  the  great  necessity  of  this 
Charity,  its  extent  and  usefulness. 
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Great  discrimination  and  care  is  taken  by  the  Visiting 
Committee,  that  no  unworthy  object  shall  be  admitted, 
though  frequent  attempts  at  fraud  are  made.  All  how- 
ever are  received,  having  the  requisite  proof  of  mar- 
riage, with  a  residence  of  six  months  in  the  country. 
The  demand  for  Wet-Nurses  from  our  Institution,  ur- 
ges upon  us  the  responsibility  of  providing  those  only, 
that  can  be  depended  upon,  for  good  health  and  moral 
character. 

The  Managers  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
resident  physician,  Dr.  McLeod,  whose  attention  to  the 
patients,  and  successful  treatment,  merits  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Board.  From  his  report  it  will  be  seen,  how 
large  a  number  of  cases  are  attended  to,  by  the  out- 
door-department in  connection  with  this  Establishment. 

The  Board  again  testify,  and  would  add  a  tribute  of 
thanks  to  the  attending  Physicians  for  the  promptness 
and  kindness  with  which  they,  from  year  to  year,  give 
their  valuable  gratutitous  services  in  extreme  cases. 

With  sentiments  of  tenderness,  we  record  the  death 
of  our  late  Matron,  Mrs.  Isabella  Monilaws,  who  for 
twenty-five  years  effectually  filled  that  position;— She 
was  a  faithful  follower  of  Christ,  for  nearly  half  a 
century,  God  having  early  in  life  withdrawn  her  affec- 
tions from  earth,  by  the  operations  of  His  Grace,  and 
to  make  it  more  complete  His  chastening  hand  was 
laid  upon  her.  She  was  just,  and  conscientious  in  the 
performance  of  her  duty  to  the  patients,  nor  was  she 
unmindful  of  their  spiritual  welfare. 

Mrs.  Hope  has  been  unanimously  elected  to  fill  the 
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vacancy  occasioned  by  her  death,  and  judging  from 
the  experience  of  the  last  past  ten  months,  the  Mana- 
gers consider  themselves  fortunate  in  having  secured 
her  supervision. 

Kind  friends,  and  patrons,  in  conclusion, '  we  are 
constrained  to  urge  upon  you  the  claims  of  our  Asy- 
lum; it  is  to  you,  with  God's  blessing,  we  look  for  aid  to 
enable  us  to  continue  this  great  charity. 

"As  ye  have  freely  received,  freely  give,"remember- 
ing  always  that  "  in  as  much  as  ye  have  done  it  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me 
for  so  gatherest  thou  thyself  a  good  reward  in  the  day 
of  necessity.

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Both  of  the  children  recorded  as  unhealthy  at  birth,  subsequently 
died,  in  the  Asylum.  Of  the  women  who  left  in  feeble  health,  nei- 
ther was  suffering  from  the  result  of  confinement,  but  from  chronic 
disease  the  consequence  of  other  causes,  and  contracted  before 
entering  the  Asylum. 

The  great  decrease  since  last  year  in  the  number  of  district  cases 
is  to  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  last  winter  was  less  severe  than 
the  previous  one,  and  hence  the  necessity  for  receiving  gratuitous 
attendance  did  not  exist  as  extensively  as  in  the  former  season,  and 
also  that  other  sources  are  presented  from  which  without  expense 
attendance  is  afforded. 

Encouraged  by  the  past  and  hoping  that  the  usefulness  of  the 
Asylum  may  be  still  further  extended,

CONSTITUTION 

OP 

THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but, 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concurrence 
of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the 
Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OP  THE 

NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN; 

—000  

CHAPTER  I  • 

Officers: 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

'  IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immediate- 
ly after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

X.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Co  nmittee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  fu'ids  of  the  Society(  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  Six 
Months  in  the  Country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  ;ake  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties 
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IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  th3  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physican  in  attendance 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 
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VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

JV[atron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patiejits. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 
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V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane*  or  indecent  language,  or  be!  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

•      CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti- 
tution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion-street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

The  Managers  of  the  New-York  Lying-in-Asylum, 
congratulate  themselves  upon  being  able  to  present 
its  affairs  as  still  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  desire 
to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  "  All- wise-Disposer  " 
for  its  increasing  utility.  Since  our  last  report  129 
married  women  have  been  confined,  130  children  born. 
A  large  number  of  the  women  have  obtained  places 
as  wet-nurses. 

The  applicants  being  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  we  feel  assured  that  not  a  single 
deserving  object  has  been  turned  from  our  doors. 
The  class  of  patients  admitted  have  been  most  worthy. 
This  last  past  disastrous  year  has  compelled  many  to  ask 
an  asylum,  that  under  ordinary  circumstances  would 
not  have  required  it :  the  mechanic  and  laboring  man, 
unable  to  procure  work,  to  provide  the  necessary 
means  of  comfort  for  those  dear  to  them,  have  been 
compelled  to  ask  our  care.  Could  you  listen  to  the 
little  histories  of  their  sufferings,  and  the  grateful  bless- 
ings, with  which  they  return  your  charity,  you  would 
consider  your  subscription  munificent,  and  be  amply 
repaid  for  the  expenditure. 

The  Asylum  still  retains  the  services  of  Dr.  M'Leod, 
who  has  been  untiring  and  skilful  in  performing  his 
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professional  duties.  The  Board  would  tender  their 
thanks  to  the  Attending  Physicians,  for  the  great  relief 
afforded  them  by  the  assurance  that  they  are  ever 
ready  to  give  their  valuable  assistance  in  extreme 
cases.  We  desire  also  to  render  a  tribute  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  one  of  our  Board  of  Consulting 
Physicians,  the  late  Francis  U.  Johnston,  M.  D.  His 
knowledge  of  the  diseases  most  peculiar  to  our  Insti- 
tution, with  his  clear  decisions,  have  almost  rendered 
his  opinion  oracular.  The  confidence  all  felt  in  him. 
and  the  quiet  retirement  of  his  character,  were  in 
keeping  with  his  many  acts  of  kindness  and  charity. 
It  is  also  with  sorrow,  we  record  the  death  of  one 
who  has  for  many  years  addressed  us  this  day,  asking 
a  blessing  upon  this  Asylum,  and  cheering  us  on  in 
the  performance  of  our  duty  : — he  was  careful  to  adorn 
the  doctrines  of  Christ,  by  the  purity  of  his  life ;  the 
lowliness  of  his  heart,  as  well  as  the  gentleness  of  his 
manners,  gave  a  powerful  influence  to  his  example.

The  Managers  take  great  pleasure,  in  stating  their 
entire  confidence  in  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Hope ;  nothing 
can  be  more  admirable  than  the  order,  neatness  and 
economy  of  the  establishment  under  her  charge. 

By  reference  to  our  Treasurer's  report,  a  financial 
statement  will  be  found. 

Our  out-door  department  provides  for  the  gratu- 
itous and  skilful  medical  attendance  at  their  own 
homes,  of  all  such  as  apply  for  the  charitable  aid  of  the 
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Institution,  but  who  may  be  rejected,  for  reasons 
which  control  its  management.  We  ask  a  benignant 
Providence,  still  to  smile  upon  us ;  to  the  public  and 
our  friends  "  Be  merciful  after  thy  power.  If  thou  hast 
much,  give  plenteously  ;  if  thou  hast  little,  do  thy  dili- 
gence gladly  to  give  of  that  little."

Summary  of  Cases, 

Attended  by  Resident  Physician  in  the  Asylum,  -       -  129 
"       "  District  Physician,  at  their  homes,  494 

Total  Receiving  the  benefit  of  the  Asylum,         -  623 
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Just  before  the  time  for  presenting  the  Annual  Report,  the  pre- 
vious healthy  condition  of  the  institution  was  interrupted  by  the 
invasion  of  Puerperal  Fever.  The  first  case  occurred  March 
30th,  and  proved  fatal  in  a  few  days.  About  the  same  time  three 
other  patients  showed  decided  symptoms  of  the  disease.  Means 
designed  to  arrest  in  its  incipiency  and  to  guard  against  contagion 
were  promptly  taken.  By  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
sulting Physicians  an  arrangement  was  made  by  which  the  attend 
ance  on  cases  of  fever  was  to  be  reserved  for  the  Resident  Physi- 
cian, and  another  physician  provided  for  cases  of  confinement. 
Accordingly  the  Resident  Physician  retired  for  a  time  from  the 
ordinary  duties  of  the  Asylum,  and  Dr.  Wilson,  one  of  the  District 
Physicians  took  charge  of  obstetric  cases  as  they  occurred.  This 
was  the  condition  of  the  institution  at  the  time  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  (2nd  Thursday  in  April,)  of  the  Managers,  and  the  clos- 
ing of  the  account  for  the  Asylum  year.  It  may  be  proper 
here  to  state,  although  it  is  necessarily  anticipatory  of  next  year's 
report,  that  tb;e  three  cases  here  recorded  as  un  der  treatment 
ultimately  recovered,  and  that  four  new  cases  afterwards  appeared  > 
one  of  thes  e  proved  fatal,  and  the  rest  were  restored  to  health. 

At  this  crisis  the  Managers  very  prudently  closed  the  Asylum 
to  in-dor^r  patients,  in  order  that  the  epidemic  might  be  stayed, 
and  the.,  house  purified  and  put  in  order  for  a  new  set  of  patients. 
The  :mmates  who  had  not  yet  been  confined,  were  boarded  out 
and  Attended  by  the  District  Physicians.  Hoping  that  the  means 
use^d  wiH  preserve  the  wards  from  disease  and  continue  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Asylum,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Institution  be 
re-opened  early  in  June.

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  in.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at.  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  AsjTlum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions,'rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concurrence 
of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the 
Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE

CHAP  T'E  R  I  . 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given'to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  mirmtes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immediate- 
ly after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample- 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  fuads  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  Six 
Months  in  the  Country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties 
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IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  th3  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  Vir. 

Physicians. 

I  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 
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VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

JSIatron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

IT.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 
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V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti- 
tution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER    X  I  r. 

By-Laws. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion-street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

A.  1ST  1ST  XJ  A.  L  REPORT. 


It  is  with  no  ordinary  feelings  of  grateful  acknowl- 
edgment to  a  merciful  Providence,  that  the  Managers 
of  the  New- York  Lying-In  Asylum  present  their  Re- 
port for  the  closing  year. 

The  usual  Anniversary  Meeting  did  not  take  place 
last  year,  owing  to  the  presence  of  Puerperal  Fever, 
(then  epidemic  in  New  York,)  and  the  depressing  in- 
fluence and  fatal  termination  of  two  cases.  The  con- 
sequent closing  of  the  Asylum  and  precautionary  meas- 
ures adopted,  are  known  to  all.  With  God's  blessing, 
the  disease  was  arrested,  and  since  the  re-opening  of 
the  house  we  have  but  one  death  to  record,  and  that 
a  case  attended  by  peculiar  circumstances. 

The  patients,  as  a  class,  have  been  worthy — in  many 
cases  of  very  interesting  character.  Seventy-eight 
married  women  have  been  confined,  eighty  children 
born,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  women  have  ob- 
tained places  as  wet  nurses. 

The  affairs  of  the  Institution  were  never  more  pros- 
perous, as  the  financial  statement  of  the  Treasurer 
will  abundantly  attest,  and  the  sojourn  of  some  weeks 
at  the  Asylum  of  a  lady-missionary,  with  a  view  of 
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preparing  herself  for  efficiency  in  case  of  need,  for  the 
benefit  of  female  friends  in  India,  shows  that  its  influ- 
ences for  good  have  not  been  confined  to  its  own  lim- 
its merely.  A  late  occurrence,  by  which  a  child  born 
in  this  house  has  inherited  property  of  some  value, 
(the  date  of  its  birth  and  identity  being  duly  verified 
by  our  records,)  demonstrates  the  importance  of  ex- 
treme accuracy  in  the  recording  of  these  facts,  and 
will  cheer  the  labors  of  the  committee  at  present 
busied  in  the  accurate  compilation  of  our  registers  for 
some  years  past. 

To  our  worthy  physician,  Dr.  McLeod,  now  about 
to  retire,  we  offer  a  sincere  tribute  of  regard  and 
thanks  for  his  untiring  attentions  and  ever-willing  exer- 
cise of  professional  skill. 

Dr.  Wilson,  his  newly-elected  successor,  has  com- 
mended himself  to  us  by  earnest  care  and  attention, 
especially  during  the  trying  fever  period  of  1858. 

To  the  attending  physicians  also,  are  the  thanks  of 
the  Managers  due,  for  the  valuable  advice  and  assist- 
ance, ever  so  readily  afforded  in  extreme  cases. 

Under  the  supervision  of  our  experienced  Matron, 
Mrs.  Hope,  the  establishment  is  conducted  with  due 
regard  to  economy,  and  is  remarkable  for  neatness 
and  systematic  arrangements.  Nor  can  we  close  with- 
out an  expression  of  regard  and  thanks  to  our  retiring 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Nevius,  whose  resignation,  after  a  tenT 
year's  service,  distinguished  alike  by  courtesy  and 
efficiency,  we  are  compelled  to  accept. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  remind  our  friends  and  the 
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public,  that  "  Blessed  be  the  man  that  provideth  for  the 
poor  and  needy,  the  Lord  will  provide  for  him  in  time 
of  trouble."

CONSTITUTION 

OP 

THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  in.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall;  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty -five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  often er  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  "report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board^of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concurrence 
of  four- fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the 
Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE

CHAP  t'e  R    I  . 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses, 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  4;he  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immediate- 
ly after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

C  H  A  P  T  E  II    V . 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  3hall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

Ill  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  Six 
Months  in  the  Country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of*  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties 
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IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

L  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  th3  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 
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VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  a3 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect  ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 
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V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti- 
tution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion-street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

In  presenting  to  their  Subscribers  and  the  public, 
the  thirty- seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Lying-In  Asylum,  the  Managers  have  the  renewed 
satisfaction  of  assuring  them  of  its  continued  pros- 
perity and  steady  usefulness.  During  the  past  year 
eighty-seven  women  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
charity,  of  whose  respectability  abundant  proof  was 
afforded  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

Of  these,  a  large  proportion  obtained  places  as  wet 
nurses,  conveying  to  the  families  who  sought  them, 
an  assurance  of  health  and  moral  character  only  to  be 
appreciated  by  such  as  have  had  occasion  for  similar 
services. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  has  been 
good  ;  our  resident  physician,  Dr.  Wilson,  has  been 
equally  skillful  and  devoted  to  his  charge  ;  while  to 
the  consulting  physicians  the  Managers  tender  their 
thanks  for  the  advice  and  assistance  ever  so  cheer- 
fully afforded. 


The  affairs  of  the  household   remain  under  the 
energetic  and  intelligent  supervision  of  Mrs.  Hope, 
who  combines  with  economy,  admirable  system  and 
.  excellent  judgment. 

The  out-door  department  is  of  essential  importance 
to  such  as  are  unable  to  pay  for  good  medical  advice, 
and  remaining  at  their  own  homes,  leave  their  address 
at  the  Asylum,  and  receive  gratuitous  attendance. 
The  number  of  such  patients  is  three  hundred  and 
twenty-five. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  how  great  an  im- 
pulse our  financial  affairs  have  received  from  the  be- 
quest of  the  late  Seth  Grosvenor.  We  beg  our  friends, 
nevertheless,  not  to  withhold  the  kind  support  so  long 
encouraging  to  our  society,  since  should  the  proposed 
plan  of  removing  the  Asylum  to  a  healthier  neighbor- 
hood, be  carried  into  effect,  the  Managers  will  neces- 
sarily call  into  play  all  their  resources  to  meet  the 
consequent  expenses. 

Our  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Coit,  is  about  to  withdraw 
from  her  post  of  trust ;  we  offer  her  an  unfeigned 
tribute  of  regard,  and  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Board 
for  her  valuable  services  extending  over  a  period  of 
twenty  years. 

We  close,  commending  our  Institution  to  the  pub- 
lic, satisfied  that  within  the  widely  spread  limits  of 
New  York  liberality,  there  is  no  charity  more  deserv- 


ing  of  encouragement,  and  none  less  obtrusive  in  pre- 
senting its  claims. 

May  the  blessings  of  the  Father  of  the  friendless 
rest  upon  its  benefactors.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty -three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third. 
Fourth,  Fifth, -and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin" 
tending  and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fillj  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Ait.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  i  commend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  "or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part. ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  ihe 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concurrence 
of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the 
Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OP  THE 

NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN.

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses, 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary, 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immediate- 
ly after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

chapter  v. 
Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  .  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  Six 
Months  in  the  Country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  aud  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
uf  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties 
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IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  mana°ement  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 

o  » 

effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  tti3  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
week,  and  oflener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 
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VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

JWatron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 
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V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti 
tution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws, 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pa}r  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
ihthe  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
tuat  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion-street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

The  Managers  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum,  have  the 
pleasure  of  reporting  to  their  friends  and  the  public 
that  the  Institution  under  their  care  has  continued 
during  the  past  year  to  dispense  its  benefits  in  the 
most  satisfactory  manner.  An  even  larger  number 
of  respectable  women  than  were  last  year  admitted 
have  here  found  shelter  and  received  medical  aid  and 
kind  nursing  at  the  time  when  their  need  was  most 
pressing.  The  whole  number  who  have  been  housed 
since  our  last  report,  is  one  hundred  and  eleven. 
From  among  this  number  we  have  been  able  to  supply 
to  a  large  extent  the  demand  for  healthy  and  well- 
conducted  wet  nurses  in  private  families,  a  feature  of 
our  Institution  of  such  wide  importance  that  we  think 
it  deserving  of  special  notice.  Beside  the  above,  three 
hundred  and  twenty-six  cases  have  been  attended  at 
the  houses  of  those  who  were  unable  to  pay  for  medi- 
cal aid. 
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Our  resident  Physician,  Dr.  Wilson,  fully  sustains 
the  high  character  for  skill  and  efficiency  attributed 
to  him  in  our  previous  Report,  and  every  year  in- 
creases our  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Mrs.  Hope, 
than  whom  no  more  admirable  person  could  be 
desired  to  fill  the  important  post  of  Matron  of  such 
an  establishment. 

The  contemplated  change  of  locality  has  not  yet 
been  carried  into  effect,  but  the  design  is  not  relin- 
quished, and  we  feel  assured  that  when  funds  are 
needed  for  such  an  emergency,  our  old  subscribers 
are  to  be  depended  upon  and  that  new  friends  may 
be  raised  up  to  help  us.  We  feel  that  we  have  abun- 
dant cause  of  gratitude  for  our  continued  prosperity, 
and  cheerfully  renew  our  efforts,  trusting  for  success 
in  Him  who  has  promised  to  "  maintain  the  cause  of 
the  afflicted,  and  the  right  of  the  poor."

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary; 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concurrence 
of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the 
Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN.

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immediate- 
ly after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  3hall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
Dn  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  Six 
Months  in  the  Country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 
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VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER    T  I  . 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  obser  ved,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  tha  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 
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V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  aa 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

IT.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 
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IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business, 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer, 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti 
tution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws, 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By  Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion-street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

In  presenting  their  Thirty-Ninth  Annual  Report, 
the  Managers  of  the  New- York  Lyiag-Ia  Asylum 
would  express  their  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  Provi- 
dence for  continued  care  and  prosperity. 

In  a  year  of  such  unparalleled  public  excitement, 
when  disaster  and  vicissitude  have  seemed  the  order 
of  the  day,  the  affairs  of  this  Institution  have  moved 
quietly  on  in  their  accustomed  train.  The  general 
health  of  the  inmates  has  been  excellent — only  two 
deaths  having  occurred  during  the  past  year.  One 
hundred  and  thirty-two  women,  whose  marriage  and 
respectable  character  have  been  certified  to,  have  re- 
ceived admission  ;  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  have 
been  confined,  and  found  places  as  wet-nurses  in  pri- 
vate families.  Among  the  number  it  has  been  our 
privilege  to  shelter  some  of  the  wives  of  our  brave 
volunteers,  whose  hearts  it  might  cheer  to  know  that 
those  they  love  are  kindly  cared  for,  and  helped  in 
their  time  of  suffering,  while  they  are  absent  in  the 
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service  of  their  country.  Beside  the  above,  five  hun- 
dred and  forty  cases  have  been  attended  at  their 
homes  by  our  District  Physicians.  We  still  retain 
the  valuable  services  of  Dr.  Rezin  B.  Wilson  as  Resi- 
dent Physician. 

Among  the  constantly  increasing  and  varied  claims 
made  upon  the  public  sympathy,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  our  peculiar  charity — unobtrusive  from  its  very 
nature — will  continue  to  preserve  its  place  in  the  in- 
terest of  its  old  friends,  and  be  supplied  with  the 
means  of  continued  usefulness.  The  experience  of  a 
long  term  of  years  has  proved  its  necessity  in  a  com. 
munity  like  ours,  and  has  given  system  and  efficiency 
to  its  practical  working.  Under  the  care  of  a  most 
kind  and  faithful  matron,  Mrs.  Hope,  a  degree  of 
comfort  is  secured  to  the  inmates  seldom  equalled  in 
an  institution  of  the  kind,  and  with  so  large  a  measure 
of  success  in  the'  past,  we  look  hopefully  forward  to 
the  future  of  our  Asylum.

Of  the  two  women  that  died  in  the  Asylum,  the  first  died 
twenty  days  after  confinement ;  she  had  extensive  disease  of  the 
lungs.  Her  labor  was  tedious  and  difficult,  from  which  she 
never  reacted.  The  second  died  on  the  third  day  from  nvptured 
tetania. 

The  number  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  Asylum  has*  largely 
increased  over  that  of  any  other  year  since  my  relation  with  the 
Institution,  owing  to  the  great  number  of  females  left  friendless 
and  unprotected,  by  the  great  drain  of  men,  called  by  the  govern- 
ment to  the  defence  and  preservation  of  the  Union ;  a  large  ma- 
jority of  whom  are  the  wives  of  our  brave  and  patriotic  volun- 
teers, who  are  now  fighting  the  battles  of  their  country.

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  li  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballott,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year-but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates, 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vr.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art,  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum 

Art.  xn.   The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  1 2  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Mana- 
gers at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers, 
except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall 
be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amjunt  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concurrence 
of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in 
the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING  IN  WOMEN. 
 o  

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  I  I  . 

Directresses. ' 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  sball  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to 
all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secertary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immediate- 
ly after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer, 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the 
latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly  and 
take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting, 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 
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VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct, 
in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER.  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once 
a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board, 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 
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V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  ago 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case 
as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the  Vis- 
iting Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase,  under 
the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and  all 
other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission. 
She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in 
the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use 
of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 
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IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

L  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 
V    The  report  of  special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports, 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  In- 
stitution, may  next  be  introduced  for  cousideration,  which  when 
practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By  Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  tweuty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting. will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion  -street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

The  Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the  New- York  Asy- 
lum for  Lying Jn  Women,  is  presented  by  the  Man- 
agers at  the  usual  Anniversary  season  with  no  new 
features  of  interest  1o  attract  the  attention  of  the  pub- 
lic, for  its  quiet  and  regular  workings  continue  undis- 
turbed, but  is  offered  to  its  friends  and  the  public,  in 
evidence  of  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the 
past  year,  and  a  reminder  that  the  help  generously  af- 
forded hitherto,  will  be  needed  to  carry  out  their 
future  efforts. 

There  have  been  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Institution  since  our  last  report,  eighty-two  women, 
seventy-two  have  been  confined.  Thirty-four  have 
left,  on  recovery,  to  fill  the  important  situation  of  wet 
nurses,  the  Asylum  being  now  understood  to  supply, 
in  a  very  important  degree,  that  want  in  the  commu- 
nity. During  their  stay  under  our  roof,  the  opportu- 
nity is  very  good  to  discover  the  actual  qualifications 
of  women  for  such  a  responsible  post  in  the  family, 
and  persons  applying  here  are,  in  a  large  measure, 
guarded  against  imposture  and  disappointment. 

In  the  course  of  our  history  as  a  benevolent  associa- 
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tion,  we  have,  from  time  to  time,  had  the  reproach  cast 
upon  us  of  narrowness  in  the  bestowal  of  our  bounty ; 
that  our  requirements  for  admission  were  too  rigid, 
and  excluded  many  pitiable  cases.  We  think  that  a 
moment's  candid  reflection  is  alone  required  to  show 
how  unfounded  is  the  accusation.  The  object  of  this 
Institution  from  the  beginning,  was  clearly  defined  as 
the  care  of  respectable  married  women,  whom  poverty 
had  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  seeking  an  asylum  at  the 
time  of  confinement,  and  it  seems  to  us  obvious  that 
such  a  class  should  be  kept  separate  from  any  less 
worthy.  In  order  to  do  so  we  require  proof  of  mar- 
riage, either  in  the  form  of  written  certificates,  or  the 
testimony  of  a  credible  witness.  That  the  unfortunate 
outcasts,  the  most  miserable  and  hopeless  of  humanity 
are  none  the  less  our  sisters,  and  claim  tender  and 
pitying  offices,  we  deeply  feel,  and  rejoice  that  the  city 
has  made  ample  provision  for  their  bodily  wants  in 
time  of  sickness,  while  many  Good  Samaritans  have 
devoted  their  time  and  talents  to  the  task  of  reclaim- 
ing and  establishing  them  in  the  ways  of  virtue.  This 
Institution,  however,  has  its  separate  purposes,  and 
would  fail  of  those  if  the  line  were  not  drawn. 

Beside  the  above-named  patients,  two  hundred  and 
eighty-six  have  been  attended  at  their  homes  by  the 
District  Physicians. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  Johx  C.  Cheesman,  the  Institu- 
tion has  lost  a  faithful  friend,  whose  counsel  could  be 
always  depended  upon,  and  whose  time  and  skill  were 
ever  at  the  service  of  the  inmates,  who  could  render 
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hiin  in  return  only  their  gratitude.  One  of  the  first 
promoters  of  the  undertaking,  his  interest  in  it  and 
labors  in  its  behalf,  were  continued  until  a  short  time 
preceding  his  death. 

Dr.  Wilson  has  resigned  and  Dr.  Thos.  B.  Stirling 
has  succeeded  to  the  office  of  Resident  Physician,  and 
Mrs.  Hope  continues  in  her  capacity  of  Matron,  to  de- 
serve our  warmest  commendation. 

We  enter  upon  the  duties  of  another  year,  convinced 
that  we  have  been  prospered  in  proportion  to  the 
faithfulness  of  our  efforts,  and  trusting  our  cause  to 
Him  who  judgeth  of  the  intents  and  purposes  of  the 
heart.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skillful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  -asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  in.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballott,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year — but  any  one  or  ail  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.    The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superintend- 
ing and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
B  displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  therPhysicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society*  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  t  wo  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  vra.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to*  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  every  year. 
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Aet.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.    The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for 
which  purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  , 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  xvi.  '  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  •  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  In  o  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths,  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

chapter  II. 
J) '/' 'redresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IY.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

Y.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties ;  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  "book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  recieved  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  Xo  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion, 
discharge  her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 
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VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct, in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month- 
ly meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allow- 
ed a  sufficient  quantity ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any 
improvement  can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicicms. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such 
assistance  as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 
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V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar, 
and  molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  ail  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission. 
She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in 
the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use 
of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to 
the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  Xo  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  Xo  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
wee  ks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 
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IV.  Xo  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  Tee  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  or- 
der specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

I.    Xo  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  . 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday ; 
should  that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday.

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FoETY-FlEST  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Mangers  of  the  NewYork  Lyixg-In  Asylum 
have  cause  for  extreme  gratitude,  while  presenting 
the  Forty-First  Annual  Report,  in  being  able  to  assure 
their  friends  and  the  public,  of  the  continued  prosperi- 
ty of  the  Institution  under  their  charge. 

During  the  past  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
women  have  been  admitted ;  one  hundred  and  thirteen 
entered ;  ninety-five  confined ;  fifty-four  have  found 
places  as  wet  nurses.  Of  these,  a  large  proportion 
were  wives  of  soldiers,  and  we  have  felt  it  a  great 
privilege  in  this  way  to  render  back  some  small  part 
of  the  debt  we  owe  to  those  who  are  bravely  risking 
their  lives  for  our  country's  welfare.  Under  God's 
blessing,  and  the  care  of  our  excellent  Physician,  Dr. 
Stirling,  and  ever-efficient  Matron,  Mrs.  Hope,  no 
death  has  occurred  since  our  last  Report. 

When  a  system  of  dispensing  charity  has  passed 
through  its  season  of  first  effort  and  experiment,  and 
slipped  into  the  grooves  of  regular  systematic  work, 
and  has  established  its  success  by  substantial  proofs ; 
its  report  can  vary  but  little  from  year  to  year.  One 
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thing,  however,  must  be  well  understood,  that  we  rely 
upon  our  old  friends  to  supply  the  oil,  without  which 
the  best  adjusted  machinery  would  fail  to  work.  The 
greatly  advanced  cost  of  living  falls  heavily  upon  us, 
and  makes  our  expenses  greater  in  proportion  to  the 
size  of  our  household  than  they  have  ever  been  before, 
while  on  the  other  hand  our  receipts  have  rather  fallen 
off  than  increased.  We,  therefore,  urge  the  benevo- 
lent not  to  forget,  among  the  many  new  charities 
which  have  sprung  up,  and  are  more  clamorous  in  their 
appeals,  the  one  which  has  quietly  and  faithfully  been 
accomplishing  its  work  for  so  many  years,

REMARKS. 

It  will  not  fail  to  be  noticed,  on  examining  the  foregoing 
tables,  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  during  the 
past  year,  has  been  all  that  could  be  hoped  for :  Xone  of  the 
patients  have  suffered  from  any  of  the  diseases  peculiar  to  the 
puerperal  state.  Xo  cases  have  transpired  where  instrumental 
interference  was  deemed  necessary.  Xo  deaths  have  occurred 
amongst  the  mothers,  and  only  one  amongst  the  children  ;  that 
from  congenital  disease,  specific  in  character.    The  case  of  mal- 
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formation,  was  one  of  a  rare  variety ;  the  health  of  the  mother 
and  of  the  child  in  other  respects  being  good.  No  disease  of 
any  kind  showed  itself  amongst  the  other  children,  and  fifty-four 
of  the  ninety  mothers  were  engaged  as  wet  nurses,  after  a  care- 
ful examination  by  eminent  practitioners.  This  proportion  be- 
ing limited  only  by  the  inclinations  of  the  mothers  themselves. 

This  good  result  has  .been  mostly  due  to  the  vigilant  and 
most  intelligent  care  bestowed  by  the  Matron,  upon  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  house ;  and  above  all,  to  the  proper  regulation 
of  the  personal  habits  of  the  women,  after  they  enter,  and  to 
the  quieting  effects  upon  the  minds  of  the  patients,  of  an  assured 
asylum  during  this  critical  period.  Their  health  invariably  im- 
proves during  the  short  period,  which  it  is  desirable,  they  should 
be  in  waiting,  before  confinement.  Those  who  enter  imme- 
diately before,  or  in  actual  labor,  which  sometimes  happens, 
have  invariably  more  severe  labors,  and  a  more  protracted  con- 
valescence.

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  re- 
putable females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold,  their  places 
until  displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  reeommond  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Aet.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for 
which  purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  Xo  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

L  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  sliall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties ;  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts-  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V.  f 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  Xo  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion, 
discharge  her. 
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VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct, in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month- 
ly meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  Aveekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed 
a  sufficient  quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 
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IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron.  N 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient 
to  her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  per- 
mission. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits 
are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician, 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VT.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asy- 
lum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent'of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading 
a  portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  or- 
der specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which, 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

By- Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

L  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday;

Forty-Second  Annual  Report. 


The  Managers  of  the  New-York  Lying-In  Asylum 
make  their  forty-second  annual  appeal  to  the  notice 
of  their  friends  and  subscribers,  and  beg  to  present 
them  with  the  following  statistics. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  admitted  to 
the  privileges  of  the  Institution  ninety-one  respectable 
married  women,  A  large  proportion  of  these  were  the 
wives  or  widows  of  soldiers — a  class  who  have  peculiar 
claims  on  our  care  and  sympathy. 

Eighty-two  have  been  confined,  of  whom  twenty- 
seven  left  on  recovery  to  become  wet-nurses  in  private 
families. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-two  have  been  attended 
at  their  homes  by  the  District  Physicians.  No  death 
has  occurred  among  the  inmates  since  our  last  Report ; 
a  fact  worthy  of  grateful  acknowledgment  to  the  Fa. 
ther  of  all  Mercies. 

Our  band  of  fellow-workers  has  not  remained  un. 
broken.    Soon  after  our  last  Anniversary  Meeting  we

were  called  to  deplore  the  loss  of  our  esteemed  Man- 
ager, Mrs.  Helen  Patterson,  who  was  endeared  to 
us  all  by  her  many  virtues,  and  whose  punctual  at- 
tendance on  her  duties  in  this  place  is  sensibly  missed. 

The  retiring  nature  df  this  Charity  prevents  its  ob- 
taining that  general  notice  from  the  public  which  would 
afford  an  opportunity  of  comparing  its  condition  with 
that  of  other  benevolent  Institutions.  We  confidently 
challenge  such  a  comparison,  and  we  feel  that  thanks 
are  due  to  our  excellent  Matron,  Mrs.  Hope,  for  con- 
scientiously carrying  out  our  plans,  and  by  her  per- 
sonal exertions,  preserving  the  long-established  repu- 
tation of  the  Asylum  for  order  and  neatness. 

Our  weekly  visiting  committees  faithfully  perform 
their  duties  and  furnish  a  guaranty  that  admissions 
are  properly  made  and  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum  kept 
under  constant  supervision. 

We  are  fortunate  in  retaining  the  valuable  services 
of  Dr.  T.  B.  Stirling. 

For  many  years  past  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bukchaed  has 
regularly  officiated  at  our  Anniversary  Meetings.  We 
take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  kind  in- 
terest he  has  so  long  shown  in  our  Institution,  and  the 
admirable  manner  in  which  his  voluntary  duties  have 
been  performed. 

In  this  age  of  progress  it  may  not  be  a  recommen- 
dation to  allude  to  our  venerable  standing  among  the 
private  charities  of  the  city.  We  prefer,  however,  to 
believe  that  forty-two  years  of  useful  labor  entitle  us 
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to  the  regard  and  respect  of  the  community.  In  that 
time  a  large  proportion  of  our  earlier  subscribers  have 
passed  away,  and  we  hope  that  the  gaps  may  be  filled 
by  newer  but  not  less  earnest  friends. 

All  house-keepers  will  understand  how  the  increased 
cost  of  living  must  affect  our  expenditures,  and  we  ask 
that  our  hands  may  be  strengthened  to  perform  the 
work  thus  rendered  more  difficult  for  us. 

To  the  same  Providential  care  which  has  hitherto 
guarded  our  Institution,  and  blessed  our  efforts,  we 
intrust  its  interests  for  the  ensuing  year.

REMARKS. 

It  will  again  afford  the  Managers  pleasure  to  remark  the 
favorable  results,  presented  in  the  Medical  Report,  of  the  prac- 
tical working  of  their  Institution.  Now  for  three  years  in 
succession,  no  death  has  occurred  in  the  Asylum  among  the 
women,  who  have  sought  its  shelter.  This  exemption  is  notice- 
able In  view  of  the  fact,  that  during  the  past  year,  two  conta- 
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gious  and  dangerous  diseases  have  prevailed  to  an  alarming 
extent  in  the  neighborhood,  and  in  immediate  contact  with 
the  house.  In  Jersey  street  alone — extending  from  Crosby  to 
Mulberry  street — about  50  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  report- 
ed by  the  Medical  Inspectors  of  the  Citizen's  Association ;  and 
also  many  cases  of  Small-Pox. 

In  the  house  only  one  case  of  Typhoid  occurred.  In  this,  the 
fever  showed  itself  simultaneusly  with  the  usual  indications  of 
approaching  labor  ;  and  within  forty-eight  hours  after  admission 
to  the  Asylum.  The  proper  hygienic  measures  being  promptly 
taken,  no  unfavorable  results  followed,  and  the  patient  left  the 
Asylum  entirely  recovered.  One  other  case  gave  us  some  un- 
easiness for  a  time,  which  had  been  in  contact  with  the  former, 
and  exhibited  suspicious  symptoms,  which  finally  resolved  them- 
selves into  those  of  Bright's  disease.  This  formed  one  of  the 
three  which  left  the  house  in  feeble  health.  The  other  two  were 
of  inherent  feeble  constitution,  and  suffering  from  no  malady 
peculiar  to  the  puerperal  state. 

Four  of  the  children  died  in  the  house.  One  from  an  inability 
to  take  nourishment  of  any  kind,  on  account  of  an  unusually  ag- 
gravated variety  of  the  common  congenital  deformity — Hare-lip. 
Two  of  these  malformations  occurred.  The  three  other  children 
that  died  belonged  to  the  class — Feeble  at  birth.  Cause  of 
death  in  all,  was  connected  with  the  circulatory  system.  It  has 
been  remarked  that  an  unusual  number  of  the  children  were 
asphyxiated  at  birth,  and  were  saved  only  by  the  most  prompt 
and  vigorous  use  of  the  ordinary  means  of  resuscitation.  In 
most  of  these  the  labors  were  natural,  and  rather  quick  than 
protracted ;  the  children  and  mothers  doing  well  afterwards. 

Instrumental  delivery  was  affected  in  only  one  instance,  after 
a  labor  of  sixty-three  hours.  The  child  died  in  eleven  hours 
after  birth  from  the  same  cause — it  having  been  resuscitated 
after  delivery. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  add,  that  in  my  opinion  nothing 
has  conspired  to  this  favorable  general  result  so  much  as  the 


vigilant  and  most  intelligent  care  bestowed  by  the  Matron  on 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  house,  and  in  regulating  the  per- 
sonal habits  of  the  women,  and  in  kind,  skilful  nursing  during 
the  period  of  convalescence.

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN 


WOMEN. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilfnl  medical  attendance  to  re- 
putable females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
until  displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  ail  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients^to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
^be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  every  year. 
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Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  iufluence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for 
which  purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers ;  or  of  the  Society ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable.

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  By-Laws,  aud  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

Y.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IT. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  «the  fulfilment  of  her  duties ;  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

chapter  v. 
Vis  it  ing  Comm  ittee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  ehall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
businesses  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  stall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion, 
discharge  her. 
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VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct, in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month- 
ly meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed 
a  sufficient  quantity ;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

chapter  \  II. 
Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements 
that  the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 
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IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

CHAPTER.  VIII. 

Matron. 

I  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  Carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient 
to  her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  per- 
mission. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits 
are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician, 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquor  into  the  Asy- 
lum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

Y.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 


CHAPTER  X 

Order  of  Business. 

I  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading 
a  portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  or- 
der specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which, 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday ; 
should  that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday.

The  usual  season  for  presenting  the  Keport  of  the 
New- York  Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women  has  ar- 
rived and  the  Managers  a^ain  ask  that  the  claims  of 
their  Institution  may  be  remembered. 

It  would  seem  that  an  Institution  doing:  its  work 
of  mercy  for  nearly  half  a  century  in  this  city  would 
have  taken  such  strong  hold  on  the  sympathies  of  the 
benevolent  and  become  so  widely  known  as  to  com- 
mand all  the  means  it  requires  in  order  to  carry  out 
its  objects,  and  we  have  indeed  great  reason  for  grati- 
tude in  reviewing  our  past,  to  remember  that  our 
wants  have  always  been  met,  and  our  necessities  sup- 
plied. The  interest  we  have  inspired,  however,  has 
been  within  quite  a  limited  sphere,  and  our  friends, 
belonging  chiefly  to  the  older  residents  of  the  city, 
though  "  faithful"  are  becoming  "  few." 
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We  cannot  call  the  attention  of  the  public  in  any 
very  clamorous  way  to  our  Charity,  or  seek  to  raise 
funds  by  the  attractions  of  ball,  concert,  or  fair,  for  its 
very  nature  renders  it  retiring,  and  therefore  when  the 
outflow  of  expenditure,  due  to  the  enormous  cost  of 
living  presses  upon  our  household,  we  feel  some  anxi- 
ety as  to  its  future  means  of  supply. 

It  is  not  in  a  doubting  spirit,  however,  that  we 
would  come  before  our  friends.  When  we  reflect  up- 
on the  mercy  that  has  spared  our  Asylun  for  so  many 
years  from  the  visitation  of  disease — how  many  hun- 
dreds of  poor  women  have  been  safely  helped  through 
their  perilous  ordeal,  and  that  we  have  never  lost  a 
case  through  the  unfaithfulness  or  want  of  skill  of 
physician  or  nurse,  it  is  on  our  blessings  that  we 
should  rather  dwell.  We  ask  all  who  have  acquaint- 
ed themselves  with  the  objects  for  which  we  labor — 
viz.,  that  of  offering  a  refuge  to  respectable  married 
women,  who,  when  their  time  of  trial  comes,  have  no 
comfortable  homes  to  shelter  or  kind  friends  to  watch 
over  them,  to  help  us  by  adding  new  subscribers  to 
our  list  or  securing  donations  for  our  treasury. 

One  feature  of  usefulness  which  should  not  be  over- 
looked is  the  supplying  of  wet-nurses  from  among  our 
inmates,  after  their  residence  in  the  Institution  has 
given  us  such  knowledge  of  their  character  and  heal- 
thy condition  as  to  enable  us  to  recommend  them  to 
private  families. 
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The  number  of  women  sheltered  during  the  past 
year  has  been  One  Hundred  and  ten.  Ninety-four 
have  been  confined,  and  Forty-two  have  found  places 
as  wet-nurses. 


Dr.  Stirling  still  continues  to  render  his  valuable 
services,  and  Mrs.  Hope  remains  at  her  post  as  active, 
efficient  and  trust-worthy  as  ever.

REMARKS. 

In  passing  in  review  the  facts  presented  in  the  Medical  Re- 
port, the  Managers  will  observe  that  the  same  good  fortune  has 
attended  the  Institution.  Now  for  four  successive  years,  no 
death  has  occurred  amongst  the  patients  during  the  progress 
of  labor,  or  after  confinement.  There  has  been  only  one  case  of 
serious  illness,  incidental  to  the  puerperal  state.  This  was  the 
case  of  a  patient  who  was  suddenly  attacked  by  a  violent  head- 
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ache,  which  passed  rapidly  into  a  convulsion, that  lasted  four- 
teen hours,  and  finally  proved  fatal,  becoming  at  last  apoplectic. 
This,  however,  occurred  before  any  of  the  indications  of  ap- 
proaching labor  had  shown  themselves.  Examination  showed 
albumenuria  in  the  highest  degree,  the  small  quantity  of  fluid 
obtained  being  nearly  two-thirds  albumen. 

This  case  M  as  in  every  way  a  sad  one,  and  forcibly  illustrates  the 
growing  necessities  of  lar^e  and  over-crowded  cities  like  New 
York,  for  Lying-in  Asylums.  For  here  the  homes  of  the  poor 
are  very  much  restricted,  and  this,  with  their  narrowed  circum- 
stances, and  the  isolation  that  naturally  exists,  from  the  fact  of 
their  being  for  the  most  part  .of  foreign  birth,  and  strangers  to 
each  other  in  feeling  at  least,  seem  to  make  it  impossible  for 
them  to  render  to  each  other,  the  neighborly  and  humane  assist- 
ance that  they  doubtless  would  readily  afford,  under  more  favor- 
able conditions. 

This  young  and  vigorous  woman,  married,  in  her  first  con- 
finement, and  manifestly  of  good  character,  seemed  to  have  been 
deserted  by  every  friend  in  the  hour  of  her  peril.  No  one  con- 
nected with  her  could  be  found  to  take  any  heed  in  the  disposal 
of  her  remains,  or  even  to  inquire  into  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing her  death.  Surely  nothing  but  the  hardening  influence  of 
the  direst  poverty  could  account  for  this  inhumanity. 

Two  cases  of  exceeding  interest  in  a  medical  point  of  view- 
have  occurred:  One,  that  of  Helen  Campbell,  in  which  artificial 
premature  labor  was  induced  at  the  eighth  month  in  the  interest 
of  the  child,  and  successfully.  She  carried  to  her  home  in 
Michigan,  a  fine  vigorous  boy,  whence  she  had  come  to  enjoy 
the  advantages  of  the  Asylum.  In  this  case  it  is  proper  to  add 
that  the  children  of  two  previous  confinements  had  been  lost  by 
craniotomy  by  reason  of  deformity  of  the  pelvis.  This  was  her 
first  living  child. 

In  another  case,  by  a  somewhat  disputed  operation — namely, 
Version  by  external  manipulation,  the  life  of  the  child  was  un- 
doubtedly saved  from  the  dangers  of  podalic  version.    In  three 
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preceding  confinements,  this  patient  had  lost  all  the  children  by 
the  latter  operation. 

These  cases  are  properly  the  triumphs  cf  modern  obstetric 
science,  and  are  mentioned  here  as  an  indication  to  the  Mana- 
gers— that  when  an  opportunity  offers,  they  have  secured  Tor 
those  whom  they  essay  to  shelter  and  assist  in  their  most  trying 
exigencies,  the  most  advanced  and  most  efficient  resources  of 
science. 

In  two  other  instances,  instrumental  delivery  was  success- 
fully applied.  In  one  of  these  instances,  after  a  painful  labor 
of  five  days  duration.  In  the  cases  of  the  two  children  reported 
as  dying  in  the  house,  they  belonged  to  the  class  "feeble 
at  birth,"  and  they  died  before  the  vital  apparatus  had  got 
fairly  in  working  order.  In  every  instance,  the  health  of  the 
women,  both  before  and  after  confinement,  has  been  the  object 
of  careful  solicitude  and  medication,  and  the  children  have  al- 
ways been  vaccinated  before  leaving  the  Asylum,  when  their 
condition  seemed  [to  warrant  it.  Our  experience  shows  this  to 
be  a  very  proper  course. 

Two  years  ago  it  was  remarked,  that  an  unusual  number  of 
mammary  abscesses  had  occurred  in  the  Institution.  For  two 
years  we  have  been  led  to  remark  the  nearly  complete  exemption 
of  the  Asylum  from  this  plague  of  the  lying-in  chamber.  Just 
at  the  close  of  this  year,  one  has  occurred  and  by  all  experience 
we  may  look  for  a  succession.  This  is  mentioned,  as  it  may 
have'sorne  connection  with  the  condition  of  the  public  health.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  I.    This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  re- 
putable females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth,  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible*  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  Manager  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tending snd  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
until  displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one,  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  every  year. 
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Atk.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for 
which  purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part  ;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable.

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

JL  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IY.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasw  er. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties ;  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion, 
discharge  her. 
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VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct, in  the  discharge  of  there  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and,  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month- 
ly meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  cor- 
ned into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients,  are  allowed 
a  sufficient  quantity;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements 
that  the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  , 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  it"  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 
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IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consult  ing'Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect :  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar, 
and  molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient 
to  her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  per- 
mission. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits 
are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician, 
for  the  .use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquor  into  the  Asy- 
lum. 

I[.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  services  as  'the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading 
a  portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  or- 
der specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which, 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday ; 
should  that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion  Street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

It  has  been  to  them  a  season  of  much  financial 
anxiety;  and  while  under  these  depressing  circum- 
stances they  gratefully  acknowledge  their  blessings, 
and  especially  remember  the  generosity  of  those 
who  have  so  kindly  aided  them,  they  hope  for  a  still 
wider  manifestation  of  sympathy  and  interest. 

They,  confidently  rely  upon  this,  as  a  gratifying 
proof  that  the  claims  of  the  Institution  are  acknowl- 
edged and  its  usefulness  appreciated.

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During  the  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty-six 
women  have  been  admitted,  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
entered,  one  hundred  and  four  confined ;  forty  of  these 
having  found  places  as  nurses. 

The  Matron,  Mrs.  Hope,  by  her  wise  and  judicious 
superintendence,  and  untiring  energy,  continues  to 
secure  the  comfort  of  those  under  her  charge,  and 
Dr.  Stirling's  valuable  services  merit  the  grateful 
appreciation  of  all  connected  with  the  Asylum.

REMARKS. 


A  close  examination  of  these  details  will  exhibit  results,  no 
less  gratifying  than  has  attended  the  operation  of  the  Asylum  in 
preceding  years.  Notwithstanding  its  location  in  the  midst  of 
a  district,  where  epidemic  Cholera  prevailed  during  the  last 
summer,  no  case  of  Cholera  occurred  amongst  the  inmates. 

The  number  of  still-births,  one  in  twenty,  is  about  the  common 
average,  and  of  the  three  deaths  amongst  the  feeble  children,  two 
certainly,  and  one  most  probably,  were  from  congenital  diseases. 

The  case  of  death  amongst  the  women  from  Typhoid  fever, 
complicated  with  double  pneunmonia,  was  undoubtedly  from  poi- 
son received  into  the  system  before  the  reception  of  the  patient 
into  the  house.  For  she  came  in,  in  labor,  and  the  fever  showed 
itself,  in  a  well  marked  form,  on  the  second  day  after  delivery. 

The  most  noticeable  fact  in  the  medical  report  is  the  appear- 
ance of  a  fatal  case  of  puerperal  fever,  the  first  hi  nine  years,  and 
during  that  period,  over  nine  hundred  confinements  have  taken 
place  in  the  Asylum.  Few  private  practices  in  this  city,  can 
show  so  good  a  record. 

Some  considerations  of  general  interest  are  connected  with 
this  case,  and  this  must  be  my  apology  for  introducing  to  your 
notice  some  of  the  details  ot  its  history. 

Ann  Schmidt  BUtmer ;  a  native  of  Germany,  of  florid  com- 
plexion, full  fleshy  face  and  figure  and  apparently  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  robust  health,  was  received  into  the  Asylum,  March 
15th,  having  been  for  two  weeks  immediately  preceding,  in 
"Ward's  Island  Hospital,  awaiting  confinement  with  her  first 
child. 

She  was  confine^  here  March  19th,  four  days  after  her 
entrance ;  the  labor  being  easy  and  natural. 

The  child,  diseased  from  birth,  died  on  the  14th  day  of  an 
eruptive  disease,  (Pemphigus  Infantilis.) 

.  The  mother  during  labor,  exhibited  signs  of  much  vascular 
excitement,  the  face  becoming  unusually  red  and  the  pulse  very 
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rapid.  On  the  2nd  day,  she  complained  of  pains  in  the  limbs, 
and  of  a  violent  headache.  The  3rd  day  she  was  better,  and  so 
continued  to  the  7th  day,  when  she  sat  up.  On  this  day  she 
pointed  out  to  the  nurse,  a  red  spot  on  her  forehead  over  the 
right  eye,  which  she  remarked  was  called  the  "rose"  in  her 
country. 

My  attention  was  first  called  to  this  on  the  morning  of  the 
Hh  day,  and  I  recognized  a  severe  case  of  erysipelas  of  the 
head  and  face,  extending  down  the  neck  and  shoulders.  She  was 
put  under  treatment  and  the  disease  pursuing  the  usual  course, 
became  so  violent  at  one  time  as  to  give  rise  to  apprehensions 
of  a  fatal  termination.  She  recovered  however,  and  left  the 
Asylum  April  12th,  quite  well. 

On  the  appearance  of  the  erysipelas  all  other  patients  in  the 
same  ward  were  removed  from  it,  and  all  beds,  bedding  <fcc. 
used  by  them,  were  also  removed  and  cleansed.  The  case  was 
left  to  occupy  the  ward  entirely  alone  during  the  remainder  of 
her  stay,  all  contact  with  other  patients  being  prevented,  as  far 
as  possible.  Four  other  women,  however,  had  slept  in  the  same 
ward,  before  the  disease  was  recognized.  Of  these,  two  had 
been  confined,  and  two  were  awaiting  confinement. 

The  first  two,  convalesced  without  any  drawback,  and  left 
with  their  children  in  good  health,  and  have  continued  so.  The 
other  two  have  not  done  well.  One  of  them,  Hannah  Cleary, 
died  on  the  5th  day  after  confinement,  April  8th,  of  puerperal 
fever,  of  very  malignant  type,  in  all  probability  contracted  from 
proximity  to  the  case  of  erysipelas,  before  the  latter  disease  was 
recognized. 

Her  labor  was  very  quick ;  she  complained  much  of  after 
pains,  which  could  not  be  allayed  by  the  usual  means,  and  on 
the  3rd  day  the  trouble  was  recognized  and  treated' as  puerperal 
fever.  The  disease  was  very  rapid  in  its  course,  and  terminated 
in  the  death  of  the  patient,  on  the  5th  day  after  confinement. 

The  child  also  had  died  of  internal  hemorrhage,  on  the  2nd 
day  of  its  birth, 
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The  other  woman,  Catharine  Boyd,  who  had  slept  in  the  same 
ward,  had  a  very  protracted  and  painful  labor,  caused  by  an 
unusual  degree  of  nervous  excitement.  And  finally  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  resort  to  instrumental  delivery.  The  child 
is  doing  well,  but  the  mother  has  excited  lively  apprehensions. 
Some  manifestations  of  fever  have  occurred ;  but  it  is  hoped 
this  will  not  prove  a  second  case  of  puerperal  fever. 

Close  on  the  confinement  of  Ann  Bitmer,  four  other  confine- 
ments took  place,  in  the  cases  of  women  who  had  not  slept  in  the 
same  ward  with  her,  but  who  were  exposed  more  or  less,  by 
proximity  and  contact  of  attendants,  &c.  to  the  poisoning 
erysipelas  ;  three  of  these  women,  were  the  subjects  of  pro- 
tracted obstetrical  operations.  Two  of  the  four  have  shown 
some  unfavorable  symptoms,  indicating  the  presence  in  their 
systems  of  more  or  less  of  the  poison.  Mrs.  Hope,  with  her 
usual  promptitude  and  intellegent  activity,  has  caused  a 
thorough  purification  of  the  wards,  and  of  every  thing  in  them, 
and  every  means  will  be  used  to  insure  the  arrest  of  the 
mischief,  so  far  as  hygienic  measures  can  accomplish  that  end. 

This  case  illustrates  no  new  principle  in  Medicine,  but  it 
affords  I  think  an  instructive  lesson,  of  the  necessity  of  main- 
taining by  whatever  means  recent  science  and  experience  may 
suggest,  that  which  has  long  been  the  leading  excellence  of 
the  management  of  the  house,  its  perfect  sanitary  condition. 

Indeed  it  has  always  be-,  n  a  matter  of  surprise  with  me,  how 
this  has  been  so  well  ac>  omplished,  and  so  economically,  in  the 
absence  in  the  house  of  all  of  the  modern  inventions  and 
appliances,  now  to  be  found  in  most  private  residences.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  re- 
putable females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  Board  of  Managers,  consistiug  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth,  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  Manager  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
until  displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  Y.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  :  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  b3  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  every  year. 
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Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shail  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for 
which  purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  X1Y.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  beheld 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable.

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

L  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  ;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting. 

III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

chapter  v. 
Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 

six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion 
discharge  her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  thirik  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct, in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month- 
ly meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relating  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  bo  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding;  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients,  are  allowed 
a  sufficient  quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relating  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements 
that  the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure,  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI    He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
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the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  eifect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar, 
and  molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient 
to  her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  per- 
mission. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wines  or  spirits 
are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician, 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,,  nor  introduce  any  spirtuous  liquor  into  the  Asy- 
lum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 
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IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  person  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After'the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading 
a  portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspect  ing  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  or- 
der specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which, 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XL 

By-Laics. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday; 
should  that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion  Street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

For  the  first,  we  can  depend  on  our  long 
tried  and  invaluable  Matron,  Mrs  Hope,  and  as 
Kesident  Physician,  Dr.  Stirling  has  for  five  years 
won  our  confidence  by  his  skill  and  untiring  watchful- 
ness.  The  carefully  prepared  medical  Eeport  which 
accompanies  this,  renders  any  statement  as  to  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum,  unnecessary  in  this 
place. 

The  number  of  Permits  given  during  the  year 
was  eighty-five ;  sixty-three  have  entered  ;  sixty  have 
been  confined  and  eighteen  have  found  places  as 
wetnurses.  We  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  supply  of  wet-nurses  from  the  Asylum  is  a  very 
important  branch  of  its  usefulness. 

With  regard  to  our  financial  affairs  we  have  to 
regret  that  our  list  of  subscribers  has  rather  di- 
minished  than  increased,  owing  chiefly  to  the  death 
or  absence  from  the  country  of  many  of  those  early 
friends,  who  so  actively  interested  themselves  in  keej> 
ing  our  list  filled,  and  that  we  have  been  obliged  to 
appeal  through  the  public  press  to  those  in  arrears,  in 
order  to  supply  our  treasury.  We  trust  that  we  shall 
not  again  be  driven  to  such  a  resource,  but  that  our 
friends  will  convince  themselves  by  personal  investi- 
gation of  the  worthiness  of  the  cause  which  we  repre- 


sent,  and  so  be  moved  to  use  their  influence  in  our 
favor,  especially  in  the  direction  of  obtaining  new 
subscribers. 

In  answer  to  an  appeal  made  to  the  Commission- 
er of  Public  Charities  and  Corrections  we  received  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  The  fact  that  ours 
is  the  only  private  Hospital  of  any  description  in  the 
city,  which  requires  no  pay  from  the  patients,  gives 
us,  we  think,  a  special  claim  on  the  department 
charged  with  the  bestowal  of  the  City's  charities,  as 
we  relieve  a  class  who  would  otherwise  come  upon 
them.  We  have  noticed  among  our  applicants  of 
late,  a  larger  proportion  of  those  who  have  been  re- 
duced from  comfortable  circumstances  to  want,  owing 
to  the  present  depressed  state  of  business,  and  it  is  in 
such  cases  that  the  benefit  of  our  Asylum,  devoted  to 
the  care  of  respectable  married  women,  mak^s  itself 
especially  manifest. 

The  bequest  of  one  thousand  dollars  from  the 
estate  of  Mr.  Peter  Lorillard,  Avas  most  timely  and 
acceptable,  as  were  other  donations  acknowledged  in 
the  Treasurer's  Report. 

To  our  generous  benefactors,  Messrs.  H.  and  C. 
Rose,  without  whose  munificent  donation  of  Ten 
thousand  dollars  we  would  hardly  have  been  able  to 
carry   on  the  household,  we  would  express  our  most 
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heartfelt  thanks,  feeling  assured  that  they  will  not 
fail  of  the  rewards  promised  to  those,  who  thus 
faithfully  fulfil  their  stewardship  of  God's  bounties.

REMARKS. 

t 



At  the  close  of  last  year's  report,  an  account  was  given  of 
some  cases  of  puerperal  fever,  then  in  progress  in  the  Asylum. 
At  that  time  it  was  stated,  that  everything  was  being  done,  in 
the  way  of  preventive  measures,  and  in  cleansing  and  disinfect- 
ing the  house,  to  stop  the  spread  of  the  disease  to  other  inmates, 
and  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  closing  the  doors  for  a  time,  in 
order  to  avoid  an  Epidemic. — But  a  resort  to  this  last  alterna- 
tive, proved  to  be  unavoidable ;  the  disease  continued  to  spread 
and  claimed  three  more  victims,  two  women  and  an  infant, 
before  it  was  stayed.  This  final  issue  was  effected  only  by 
refusing  to  admit  the  numerous  applicants,  then  seeking  ad- 
mission, and  by  otherwise  providing  outside,  for  such  as  had 
already  received  permission  to  come  in. 

The  house  was  accordingly  closed  for  six  weeks ;  and  during 
that  time,  it  was  throughout,  disinfected,  cleansed  and  ventila- 
ted. This  course  proved  effectual,  and  seems  to  be  the 
only  safe  one,  whenever  either  Erysipelas  or  puerperal  fever 
makes  its  appearance  in  the  wards.  For  the  last  three  victims 
were  admitted,  at  their  own  most  urgent  request,  with  some 
hesitancy  on  the  part  of  the  managers,  after  the  cause  of  the 
fever — the  erysepelas,  had  been  recognized.  Again  from  the 
time  the  house  was  reopened,  to  the  present,  it  has  never  been 
more  free  from  all  kinds  of  puerperal  difficulties. 
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This  Spring  again,  two  severe  cases  of  Erysepelas  in  a  mother 
and  her  infant  occurred,  accompanied  by  peritonitis  in  both. 
The  mother  recovered,  but  the  child  succumbed  to  the  disease. 
Every  precaution  was  again  taken,  and  new  admissions  were 
again  suspended,  until  we  were  assured  the  disease  was  not  going 
to  spread. 

These  two  unavoidable  suspensions  of  admission  have  of 
course  diminished  the  figures  this  year,  and  will  account  for  the 
comparatively  small  number  of  confinements  in  the  house.  The 
out  door  cases,  maintain  the  usual  average. 

It  is  our  painful  duty  to  record  the  death  of  Dr.  Isaac  Wood, 
one  of  the  consulting  physicians,  and  also  one  of  the  earliest 
friends  and  benefactors  of  the  Institution,  in  which  he  maintain- 
ed his  interest  to  the  last.  It  will  be  recalled  by  all  then  present, 
how  earnestly  and  fully  he  expressed  his  sympathy  with  its 
affairs,  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  In  a  professional  life  of  over 
fifty  years  in  this  city,  he  was  honored  by  all  for  his  elevation, 
suavity  and  great  uprightness  of  character.  He  was  a  wise  and 
good  man.  He  had  received  high  honors  from  his  professional 
brethren  ;  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  fathers,  and  as  one  of  a  long 
line  of  distinguished  men,  whose  names  adorn  the  history  of 
medicine  in  New  York,  and  who  are  justly  pointed  to  with 
pride  by  the  younger  members  of  the  profession,  as  illustra- 
ting its  dignity,  its  ability  and  its  humanity.

THE  NEW 


CONSTITUTION 

OP 

YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "The  New-York 
Asylum  for  lying-in  women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  re- 
putable females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
etary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
until  displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  YIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  every  year. 
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Art  .  X .  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually . 

Art.  XI.  The  board  of  mangers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary . 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for 
which  puprose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  aud  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  aud  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  XVI .  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asjlum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Officers . 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

chapter  ir. 
Directresses 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

IIL  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  ot  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  ;ibook  provided  for  that  purpose; 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting.

III-  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer . 

L  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  :  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

L  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  Xo  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion 
discharge  her. 
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VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct in  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month- 
ly meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  enquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed 
a  sufficient  quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physician* . 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements 
that  the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

.III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases %which  may  occur  in  the 
house . 
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IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physicain  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physician  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron . 

I.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar, 
and  molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient 
to  her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  per- 
mission .  She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits 
are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician, 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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CHAPTER  IX 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquor  into  the  Asy- 
lum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  aft»  r  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary  . 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula-  . 
tions,  or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Kesi- 
dent  Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer . 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading 
a  portion  of  Scripture.

CHAPTER    XII . 

Addenda. 

I  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ; 
should  that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday.

Marion  Street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

They  would  at  the  same  time,  urge  its  claims 
upon  the  attention  of  others,  whose  sympathy  and  in- 
terest would  lend  to  it  additional  support. 

In  taking  a  retrospect  of  the  past  year,  the  Mana- 
gers have  to  regret  that  their  influence  has  not  been 
more  widely  extended,  and  the  benefits  of  the  Asylum 
more  sought  for  by  the  class  it  is  especially  intended 
to  protect — the  virtuous  married  women  of  every  na- 
tionality and  religious  sect.     To  them  is  offered  a 
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comfortable  home,  skillful  medical  treatment,  the 
kindest  and  most  careful  nursing,  and  if  circumstances 
permit,  a  suitable  situation  on  leaving. 

80  retiring  is  the  character  of  this  Institution,  it 
is  in  a  measure  veiled  from  the  public  eye :  and  its 
friends  feel  called  upon  to  see  that  it  is  not  overlooked, 
and  that  newer  and  more  brilliantly  conducted  chari- 
ties are  not  allowed  to  cast  a  shadow  in  its  path.  Its 
age— now  nearly  half  a  century— the  exclusiveness  of  its 
regulations,  and  the  success  of  its  administration, 
would  seem  sufficient  to  entitle  it  to  the  highest  place 
on  the  record  of  public  benefactions,  and  the  Managers 
trust  that  with  God's  blessing,  the  coming  year  will 
multiply  their  opportunities  of  assisting  such  as  may 
need  aid  and  comfort  in  their  hour  of  trouble. 

Mrs.  Hope  still  remains  as  Matron  of  the  Asylum, 
rendering  services  that  have  for  so  many  years  earned 
the  gratitude  of  all  acquainted  with  her  conscientious 
and  intelligent  superintendence. 

Dr.  Sterling  as  Resident  Physician,  is  ever  faith- 
fully at  his  post. 

An  acceptable  donation  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  yards  of  carpet  through  Mrs.  Benj.  Curtis, 
is  gratefully  acknowledged — as  also  two  dozen  infants' 
dresses  from  Mrs.  Ward,  and  on  several  occasions, 
a  bountiful  supply  of  dried  rusk  and  cake  has  been 
kindly  sent  by  Mrs.  Carleton. 
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Eighty-six  Permits  have  been  given  during  the 
yenr,  seventy-five  have  entered,  seventy-three  have 
been  confined  and  twenty-nine  have  found  situations, 
as  wet  nurses,  a  considerable  increase  over  the  number 
of  last  year.  This  fact  shows  how  great  is  the  value 
of  being  able  to  supply  so  important  a  need  in  the 
community ;  thus  ministering  directly  to  the  comfort 
and  well-being  of  humanity.  May  this  thought  com- 
mend itself  to  the  hearts  of  all  earnest  persons,  and 
strengthen  the  hands  of  those  working  for  its  object.

REMARKS 


Ii  will  be  noticed  from  the  foregoing  statistics,  that  the 
Asylum  has  experienced  during  the  past  year,  its  usual  exemp- 
tion from  any  events  worthy  of  special  remark  from  a  medical 
point  of  view.  There  have  been  no  deaths  or  diseases  of  any 
kind  during  that  period  amongst  the  inmates.  There  has 
therefore  been  no  need  to  call  upon  the  abundant  distinguished 
medical  skill,  which  has  always  been  at  the  service  of  the 
Asylum. 

To  the  efficient  Hygienic  conditions  maintained  within  the 
house,  by  its  experienced  and  ever-vigilant  Matron,  is  to  be 
attributed,  in  great  measure,  this  noticeable  exemption  of  the 
Asylum,  from  the  accidents  usually  attendant  upon  the  puerperal 
state  in  other  Charitable  Institutions. 

The  falling  off  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  admission  finds  its 
solution,  in  this  fact  that  the  general  abundance  of  labor  and  the 
high  wages  prevalent,  have,  in  a  measure,  raised  the  respectable 
class  of  unfortunates,  for  whose  temporary  relief  the  Asylum  is 
designed,  above  the  necessity  of  availing  themselves  of  its  bene- 
fits. The  increased  facilities  afforded  by  other  institutions,  have 
also  doubtless  had  their  influence  in  diminishing  the  number  of 
applicants  to  this,  and  have  also  enabled  the  managers  to  confine 
their  benefactions,  more  strictly  to  the  class  for  whom  they 
were  originally  designed.  There  has  been  a  corresponding 
diminution  in  the  out-door  patients,  probably  influenced  by  the 
same  causes ;  and  this  is  in  accordance  with  the  experience  of 
the  other  medical  Dispensaries  of  the  City.

As  a  matter  of  general  interest  we  have  to  remark  upon,  an 
increasing  deterioration  in  the  quality  of  wet-nurses.  The  class 
of  women,  to  whom  we  have  been  accustomed  to  look  for  the 
supply  of  infant  nourishment,  in  the  acknowledged  deficiency  of 
the  present  generation  of  native  born  women,  in  that  respect 
seems  also  to  be  degenerating.  We  no  longer,  expect  to  find 
the  same  percentage  of  good  wet-nurses  amongst  the  women 
confined  in  the  Asylum,  and  who  are  almost  entirely  of  foreign 
birth.  It  may  be  a  true  inference  from  this  fact,  that  the  immi- 
grant stock  is  not  drawn  from  the  same  vigorous  and  healthy 
sources  as  their  predecessors.  A  larger  proportion  are  probably 
from  the  manufacturing  towns  of  Europe,  and  a  smaller  number 
from  the  country  districts  or  peasant  population.  This  seems 
to  be  in  accordance  with  the  experience  of  physicians  in  general 
practice,  many  of  them  expressing  these  views  at  the  Asylum, 
in  the  course  of  their  often  fruitless  search  for  efficient  wet-nurses, 
who  are  in  increasing  demand,  and  the  immigrant  women  fail 
to  supply  this  demand  in  anything  like  the  same  percentage  as 
formerly.

CONSTITUTION 

OP 

THE  NEW  YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  uThe  New-York 
Asylum  for  lying-in  women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  re- 
putable females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin 
tending  and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
until  displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  Y.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX .  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  every  year . 
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Art  .  X  .  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually . 

Art.  XI.  The  board  of  mangers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for 
which  puprose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly  who  shall  attend 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  aud  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  XVI .  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  As)lum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  Xo  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable . 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Officers  . 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose . 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious meeting  at  length . 

IY.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer . 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  :  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board . 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  "shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion 
discharge  her. 
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VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  thej  may  think  useful . 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct in  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum . 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month- 
ly meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  enquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed 
a  sufficient  quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians . 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements 
that  the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 
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IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum .  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physician  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency . 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron . 

I.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect';  she  shall  purchase 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar, 
and  molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture . 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient 
to  her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  per- 
mission .  She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits 
are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician, 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions.

CHAPTER  IX 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquor  into  the  Asy- 
lum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III .  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary . 

IV.  .No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading 
a  portion  of  Scripture . 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  me.eting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved . 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 
'  V.       The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the 
order  specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which, 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER    XII . 

Addenda. 

I  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ; 
should  that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum  85 
Marion  Street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

FORTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


fjiN  presenting  their  Forty- Seventh  Annual  Report, 
fes  the  Managers  of  the  New  York  Asylum  for 
Lying-In  Women,  again  appear  before  their  friends 
and  the  public,  to  set  forth  their  experiences  of  the 
past  year,  and  render  their  testimony  to  the  worth 
of  the  Institution  they  have  in  charge. 

They  earnestly  desire  that  its  privileges  may  be 
more  fully  enjoyed — its  influence  more  widely  felt — 
its  adaptedness  to  the  wants  of  a  respectable  class  of 
women  more  largely  recognized.  To  this  end  they 
reiterate  its  advantages,  and  say  to  the  married  wo- 
men of  every  nation  that  its  doors  are  open  to  them. 

There  they  will  find  relief  from  their  sufferings, 
comfort  for  their  helplessness,  and  sympathy  for  their 
misfortunes.  A  skilful  physician  and  nurse  are  al- 
ways in  attendance. 

The  women  are  ministered  to  by  watchful  hands 
during  their  illness,  and  in  many  ways  receive  that 
assistance  for  which  they  would  sadly  suffer  in  their 
own  cheerless  homes. 

These  privileges  are  secured  to  all  entitled  to  their 
benefit  without  charge,  furnishing  the  aid  they  could 
not  provide  for  themselves,  and  asking  in  return  only 
the  self-respect  and  gratitude  of  the  patient. 

On  leaving  the  Asylum  the  responsible  position  of 
wet-nurse  is  always  to  be  obtained  by  those  having 
the  necessary  qualifications. 

The  Managers  have  decided  that  so  valuable  a 
School  for  the  education  of  nurses  must  not  longer  be 
disregarded.    They  have  therefore  adopted  the  plan 
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of  receiving  into  the  Asylum  any  person  desiring  it 
and  approved  of  by  them,  for  a  time  sufficiently  long 
to  qualify  them  for  an  intelligent  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

The  wisdom  of  educating  women  for  this  important 
post,  the  Managers  hope  will  meet  the  approbation  of 
their  friends  and  subscribers. 

A  plan  for  taking  charge  of  the  young  children  of 
Mothers  who  may  be  in  the  Asylum  is  in  contempla- 
tion ;  and  if  possible  an  arrangement  will  be  entered 
into  with  some  other  Institution  to  that  effect. 

The  necessity  of  such  a  step  is  deeply  felt,  and  some 
plan  of  relief  will  be  urged  unceasingly,  hoping  "to 
do  more  in  the  future  than  in  the  past,  more  to-mor- 
row than  to-day." 

The  Managers  gratefully  acknowledge  the  Provi- 
dential care  that  has  been  vouchsafed  to  them,  while 
striving  as  a  Society  to  give  help  and  comfort  to  the 
distressed. 

The  last  year' s  record  bears  the  usual  exemption 
from  fatal  cases  of  disease. 

The  usual  number  of  women  have  been  admitted 
and  confined — a  smaller  number  left  as  wet-nurses. 

It  is  noticeable  that  a  smaller  proportion  of  women 
than  formerly  make  good  nurses  ;  a  fact  referred  to 
by  Dr.  Sterling  in  his  last  report. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  the  death  of 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  devoted  members  of  the 
Board,  Mrs.  Geo.  W  other  spoon. 

Her  long  association  with  the  Asylum  and  faithful 
labors  in  its  behalf,  will  be  gratefully  cherished  by 
those  who  mourn  the  loss  of  her  ripe  experience  and 
active  co-operation. 
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In  the  death  of  Dr.  Thomas  Cock,  the  Asylum  loses 
one  of  its  founders  and  a  zealous  friend. 

After  several  years  of  devoted  and  skilful  services, 
Dr.  Sterling  has  resigned  the  position  of  Resident 
Physician  and  Doctor  Ward  succeeds  him. 

Mrs.  Hope,  as  Matron,  remains  at  the  post  which 
she  has  so  long  distinguished  by  unwavering  fidelity 
to  its  duties. 

The  judgment  with  which  she  has  regulated  the 
household  expenses,  has  made  them  exceptionally 
small.  Her  supervision  of  the  sick  room  has  also 
proved  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the  skill  of  the  attend- 
ing Physician. 

During  the  year  ninty-one  permits  have  been  grant- 
ed, eighty -six  women  have  entered,  eighty-one  have 
been  confined,  and  forty  have  left  as  wet-nurses. 
Two-hundred  have  been  attended  at  their  own 
residences. 

The  Managers  are  desirous  of  increasing  their  list  of 
subscribers — thus  adding  to  their  annual  income  and 
widening  the  circle  of  friends  on  whose  sympathy 
they  hope  always  to  rely.  They  look  to  them  espe- 
cially for  encouragement  and  support,  and  wish  this 
assurance  might  deepen  their  interest  in  the  Institu- 
tion, and  stimulate  them  to  use  their  efforts  in  adding 
to  its  strength. 

The  Managers  enter  upon  another  year  hopeful  for 
the  future,  and  grateful  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  for 
blessings  in  the  past.

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REMARKS. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statistics  that  no  event 
worthy  of  notice  has  occurred  during  the  past  year.  Though 
the  number  received  and  cared  for  in  the  Asylum  is  larger 
than  that  of  the  preceding  year  its  capacity  is  still  not  taxed, 
a  fact  worthy  of  something  more  than  a  passing  notice  when 
we  take  into  consideration  the  great  amount  of  such  aid 
which  is  needed  amongst  the  poor.  With  the  facilities  the 
Asylum  affords  and  the  acknowledged  necessity  for  an  insti- 
tution of  this  kind  it  should  be  a  matter  of  earnest  inquiry, 
why  the  yearly  average  of  patients  is  diminishing  while  the 
proportion  of  poor  keeps  steady  pace  with  the  growth  of  the 
city  ? 

Is  it  because  other  institutions  afford  better  care  ?  Or,  is  it 
because  the  general  prosperity  of  the  working  class  is  so  great 
that  it  has  less  need  of  its  care  ?  Or  again,  is  it  because  this 
Asylum  is  overshadowed  by  other  institutions,  so  that  it  is 
overlooked  and  forgotten,  and  by  large  numbers  of  the  very 
class  whom  it  is  intended  to  benefit  entirely  unknown  ? 

Other  institutions  do  not  really  afford  better  care  than  this 
one,  though  they  offer  more  attractions  in  the  modern  con- 
veniences which  are  now  considered  indispensable  prerequi- 
sites by  all. 

The  consulting  and  visiting  Boards  of  Physicians  which 
you  have  placed  at  the  head  of  the  Medical  Department  are 
such  as  to  guarantee  that  enlightened  care  shall  be  the  lot  of 
the  inmates.  Your  dietary  is  generous,  and  your  rules  of 
admission  such  that  the  respectable  poor  are  not  brought  in 
contact  with  the  degraded  as  is  so  often  the  case  in  more  pub- 
lic charities  ;  those  acquainted  with  the  mixed  character  of 
patients  in  some  institutions  need  not  be  reminded  how  re- 
luctant many  must  be  to  receive  assistance  from  them. 

It  does  not  seem  to  be  the  fact  that  the  working  classes  are 
enjoying  any  greater  degree  of  prosperity  than  usual,  while 
their  numbers  are  daily  augmented  by  fresh  accessions  from 
the  rural  districts  and  from  abroad;  from  which  it  would 
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seem  that,  all  things  being  equal,  the  Asylum  should  feel  the 
stress  by  increase  in  numbers. 

The  Board  of  Managers  whose  interest  centres  in  this  in- 
stitution, and  who  have  done  so  much  for  it  by  their  endeavors, 
perhaps  hardly  think,  while  the  subject  is  ever  present  Avith 
them,  that  others  have  little  knowledge  of  its  character,  while 
those  for  whom  it  is  designed  know  little  or  nothing  of  the 
kind  charity  which  here  awaits  them  by  your  liberality,  for 
so  quiet  has  been  the  conduct  of  this  institution  that  really 
but  little  is  known  of  it  among  the  poor,  while  all  know  of 
the  Hospitals.  Many  of  those  who  have  heard  of  the  Asylum 
think  it  an  institution  in  which  each  patient  pays  for  the 
attendance  received;  this  impression  I  find  exists  even  among 
many  Physicians.  In  order  that  the  poor  may  know  of  the 
assistance  here  rendered,  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  circulars  or  cards  giving  the  necessary  information  be 
sent  to  the  Dispensaries,  Physicians,  Benevolent  Societies  and 
City  Missionaries;  this  would  be  an  easy  and  inexpensive  mode 
of  making  the  Asylum  known  in  a  quiet  way.  I  feel  sure  that 
by  proper  use  of  this  means  double  the  number  of  patients 
would  receive  the  care  of  the  Asylum. 

While  this  Asylum  has  pursued  its  course  now  extending 
through  a  period  of  nearly  fifty  years,  veiling  itself  from  pub- 
lic scrutiny  and  depending  alone  upon  the  efforts  of  its 
Managers  and  numerous  friends  for  support,  other  institutions 
have  appealed  to  the  public,  have  received  assistance  from 
City  and  State  and  have  used  every  means  to  bring  them- 
selves into  notice.  There  seems  to  be  a  necessity  for  a  new 
start ;  the  quiet  seclusion  which  has  been  maintained  is  at  the 
expense  of  its  prosperity.  The  field  of  duty  which  the  Asy- 
lum has  entered  upon  is  still  in  a  large  measure  unoccupied ; 
the  initial  step  which  you  have  taken,  you  have  still  power  to 
continue  and  develop. 

With  the  recognition  of  the  necessity  comes  the  importance 
of  the  consideration  of  the  means.  The  present  location  was 
some  time  ago  decided  to  be  unfavorable,  and  though  remov- 
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al  lias  since  been  agitated  the  only  effect  seems  to  be  the 
hindering  of  needed  improvements  in  this  building.  We 
have  need  of  the  various  hospital  accessories  and  modern 
conveniences  to  make  us  rank  with  other  institutions,  our 
present  arrangements  are  inadequate  to  the  demands  of  the 
times,  this  surely  has  its  effect  upon  the  number  of  patients 
and  upon  the  claims  which  we  have  upon  the  public. 

The  important  and  inseparable  collateral  Avork  in  which 
the  Asylum  is  engaged  in  its  efforts  to  supply  wet-nurses  is 
worthy  of  particular  attention  ;  the  demand  for  such  nurses 
is  far  in  excess  of  the  supply,  though  undoubtedly  it  could  be 
in  a  great  measure  satisfied  from  outside  sources.  I  would 
recommend  therefore  that  you  take  into  consideration  thy 
advisability  of  establishing  a  bureau  for  wet-nurses.  This  could 
be  done  with  little  extra  work,  it  would  be  a  great  benefit  to 
society  at  large  and  to  the  worthy  who  should  seek  such 
situations.  One  or  more  days  in  the  week  could  be  set  apart 
for  the  reception  of  applicants  for  situations,  their  capabilities 
ascertained,  as  also  such  other  facts  as  would  be  important. 
This  department  would  be  self-sustaining  by  the  rule  of  the 
Asylum  which  requires  all  who  obtain  nurses  to  become  sub- 
scribers. There  seems  to  be  no  other  institution  to  do  this, 
and  the  ability  to  supply  so  humane  a  want  would  seem  to 
involve  the  obligation. 

A  great  need  which  the  Asylum  feels  is  that  of  good  nurses, 
and  they  are  the  ones  which  are  hard  to  retain,  as  they  always 
command  a  premium.  Those  who  show  an  aptitude  for  the 
work  have  no  difficulty  in  finding  situations  at  high  wages. 
In  order  to  secure  ourselves  from  being  left  without  assist- 
ance as  well  as  to  get  the  best  care,  I  would  recommend  that 
one  or  two  Avho  are  desirous  of  becoming  professional  nurses 
be  received  for  a  stated  number  of  months  in  this  capacity, 
the  instruction  being  considered  an  equivalent  for  their  ser- 
vices ;  their  respective  terms  of  service  to  expire  in  such  a  way 
that  one  trained  nurse  shall  always  be  left.  As  we  have  fre- 
quent applications  from  such  persons,  there  would  always  be 
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a  reliable  supply.  The  Asylum  would  in  this  way  become  a 
valuable  training  school  for  nurses,  being  the  means  of  helping 
many  to  an  honorable  competence.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW  YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,      Passed  Mh  March,  1827. 


Art.  L  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "The  New-York 
Asylum  for  lying-in  women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  re- 
putable females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one. 
year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
until  displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meeting-. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art  .  IX .  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  everv  year. 
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Art  .  X .  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually . 

Art.  XI.  The  board  of  mangers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for 
which  purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part  ;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed . 

Art.  XIV.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose . 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly  who  shall  attend 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  XVI .  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution,  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OP  TITE 

NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Officers . 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

IK.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer . 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  :  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board  . 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Vis  it  ing  Con  i  m  ittee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission* 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion 
discharge  her. 
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VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct in  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX .  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum . 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month- 
ly meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  enquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed 
a  sufficient  quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians . 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements 
that  the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house . 
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IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI .  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  tire  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physician  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency . 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron . 

I.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar, 
and  molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV .  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient 
to  her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  per- 
mission .  She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits 
are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician, 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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CHAPTER  IX 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquor  into  the  Asy- 
lum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III .  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary . 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer . 

II .  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading 
a  portion  of  Scripture . 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved . 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee.

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FORTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


he  Managers  of  the  New  York  Asylum  for  Ly- 
in  Women,  in  their  last  Annual  Report,  stated 
clearly  the  plans  and  purposes  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  explained  its  system  of  operation,  and  represented 
the  wisdom  of  its  rules  and  regulations ;  hoping  to 
awaken  a  larger  interest  in  its  behalf,  and  secure  for  it 
a  special  claim  to  be  considered  one  of  the  most  praise- 
worthy and  benevolent  Institutions  of  this  charitabe 
community. 

Standing  upon  the  threshold  of  their  Forty-Eighth 
Anniversary,  they  have  cause  to  be  grateful  for  the 
blessings  of  the  year  just  ended,  and  are  strengthened 
in  their  convictions  as  to  the  usefulness  and  peculiar 
advantages  of  the  Asylum,  whose  interests  and  welfare 
they  strive  to  promote. 

It  claims  to  exceptional  consideration,  as  recognized 
by  those  most  conversant  with  the  many  excellent  and 
worthy  charities  of  the  city,  in  being  the  only  one  where 
aid  is  furnished  gratuitously,  cannot  be  too  frequently 
asserted  ;  nor  should  the  friends  of  the  Asylum  be  weary 
of  advocating  its  important  service  in  the  cause  of 
humanity. 

As  the  only  Institution  where  the  respectable  married 
woman  is  received  and  attended  during  the  period  of 
her  confinement,  without  charge,  it  appeals  to  the  most 
sacred  instincts  of  the  heart,  and  should  be  sustained, 
encouraged  and  assisted,  by  all  aiming  to  alleviate  the 
condition  of  the  suffering  poor. 
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The  Asylum  must  ever  occupy  its  own  modest,  unpre- 
tending niche,  its  abundant  blessings  falling  quietly 
upon  those  under  its  protection. 

The  number  of  persons  admitted  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Institution  the  past  year,  is  about  the  same  as  that 
of  the  previous  one.  The  fact  that  the  women  were  of 
the  better  class,  the  Managers  record  with  satisfaction, 
as  it  is  more  especially  these  they  would  prefer  to  receive 
into  the  Asylum. 

Since  the  last  Anniversary  84  women  have  been  con- 
fined ;  86  have  entered,  and  15  have  left  to  fill  situations 
as  wet-nurses.  188  have  also  been  attended  at  their 
homes  by  the  District  Physician. 

Mrs.  Hope,  as  matron,  continues  to  render  her  valu- 
able services ;  and  the  Managers  are  much  indebted  to 
Dr.  Ward,  the  resident  physician,  for  his  active  sym- 
pathy and  devoted  attention  to  the  interests  of  the 
Asylum. 

It  has  been  for  some  time  a  question  with  the  Man- 
agers whether  a  change  of  location,  and  a' new  building 
with  modern  improvements,  might  not  increase  its  use- 
fulness ;  and  at  their  last  anniversary  they  had  the 
testimony  of  several  physicians  to  the  effect  that  such  a 
change  would  add  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  the 
Asylum,  and  tend  to  promote  its  strength  and  vitality. 

The  plan  thus  strongly  recommended,  the  officers  and 
Managers  are  earnestly  considering  the  best  means  of 
accomplishing  ;  hoping  that  some  way  will  be  opened 
to  them,  and  trusting  their  cause  to  the  Providence 
which  has  for  so  many  years  befriended  and  rewarded 
their  efforts. 

They  are  pained  to  record  the  death  of  their  much 
loved  and  respected  associate,  Mrs.  Geo.  J.  Cornell. 
In  the  midst  of  her  useful  life  the  summons  was  heard,

"  The  Master  is  come  and  calleth  for  thee."  Her  valu- 
able services  as  Secretary  of  the  Asylum  for  several 
years,  and  warm  interest  in  its  behalf  the  Managers 
recall  with  grateful  thanks. 

She  retired  from  the  office  of  Secretary  on  account  of 
ill  health,  and  was  elected  to  that  of  Fifth  Directress. 
This  place  is  now  made  vacant,  and  but  the  memory  of 
her  virtues  remains. 

Still  another  void  has  been  made  by  the  untimely 
death  of  Dr.  George  T.  Elliott,  an  honored  member  of 
the  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians.  Formerly  Resi- 
dent Physician  of  the  Asylum,  his  labors  in  its  behalf 
were  constant  and  self-sacrificing,  his  duties  earnestly 
and  faithfully  performed.  His  unselfish  devotion  to  his 
profession,  and  his  humanitarian  zeal,  especially  in  aid 
of  women,  not  deeming  any  sacrifice  too  great,  if  thereby 
he  might  alleviate  their  sufferings  and  minister  to  their 
comfort  and  restoration,  will  cause  his  name  to  be  held 
in  tender  remembrance  ;  and  the  Managers  would  offer 
to  his  memory  their  tribute  of  heartfelt  and  affectionate 
regard. 

The  sympathy  he  so  earnestly  expressed,  and  the 
assistance  he  was  ever  ready  to  give,  justly  entitle  him 
to  more  than  this  brief  acknowledgement  of  his  charac- 
ter and  worth.  Of  such  is  it  not  written?  "Be  thou, 
faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of 
life?"

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REMARKS. 

The  close  of  another  year  brings  with  it  nought  but  congrat- 
ulation. The  work  of  the  Aslyum  through  your  direction  has 
gone  on  harmoniously  and  without  interruption.  With  our  pre- 
sent aspirations  our  only  regret  is,  that  our  circumstances  are 
such  as  to  prevent  larger  charities,  though  we  have  bright  anti- 
cipations of  soon  entering  upon  a  more  extended  field  of  opera- 
tions. It  is  still  too  early  to  learn  whether  our  application  to  the 
Legislature  for  aid  will  be  granted.  Should,  however,  our  appeal 
l  be  ineffectual  I  feel  confident  that  with  more  time  and  influence 
another  year  will  bring  the  much  needed  assistance,  and  that  our 
semi-centenary  will  be  celebrated  in  a  new  Aslyum  which  shall 
rank  as  one  of  the  prominent  institutions  of  the  state. 

So  bright  a  prospect,  there  is  reason  to  hope  will  arouse  anew 
the  interest  in  the  many  friends  of  this  Aslyum,  and  lead  them 
to  generous  contributions  as  heretofore. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  again,  this  year,  to  the 
fact  that  but  few  who  need  such  care  as  is  here  given  know  of  the 
existence  of  the  institution.  Less  than  three  months  ago  an  ad- 
vertisement appeared  in  one  of  the  daily  papers  enquiring  whether 
this  institution  still  existed,  the  advertisement  was  indeed  written 
by  one  who  had  but  recently  arrived  in  this  country ;  had  the 
Aslyum,  however,  been  known  as  it  should  be  amongst  the  poor 
the  question  could  have  been  answered  in  any  neighorhood. 

I  would  suggest  that  some  form  of  notification  be  issued  in  the 
daily  press,  or  by  means  of  printed  slips  or  tickets,  by  which  the 
needy  might  know  of  the  beneficent  provision  here  made  for 
them.  Besides,  experience  demonstrates  that  institutions  thrive 
according  to  their  prominence,  people  are  more  ready  to  give  to 
Institutions  which  are  conspicious,  and  as  we  are  obliged  to  look 
to  the  generous  hearted  for  assistance,  we  should  make  ourselves 
known  to  them  not  only  in  statement  of  our  work,  but  in  repre- 
sentations of  our  necessities. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  for  us  to  know  that  our  faithful  matron,  Miss 
Hope,  is  still  to  remain  with  us;  her  intelligent  and  efficient  sup- 
ervision of  the  work,  is  alike  a  matter  of  congratulation  both  to 
the  Resident  Physician  and  the  Board  of  Manrgers. 

As  the  one  under  whose  supervision  the  work  of  the  District 
Physicians  comes,  I  desire  to  bear  record  of  their  self-sacrificing 
labors,  of  their  skill,  efficiency  and  fidelity  to  the  trust  committed 
to  them,  and  to  express  to  them,  through  yon,  our  appreciation 
of  their  valuable  services. 

This  report  should  not  be  closed  without  a  parting  tribute  to 
Dr.  George  T.  Elliot,  who,  for  so  many  years  was  connected  with 
this  institution,  first,  as  Resident,  then  successively  as  Visiting 
and  Consulting  Physician.  The  benefit  of  his  ripe  experience 
was  ever  readily  given,  and  we  shall  miss,  as  do  other  institutions 
his  rare  ability,  valuable  counsel  and  warm-hearted  friendship.

THE  NEW  YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,      Passed  mh  March,  1827. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "The  New-York 
Asylum  for  lying-in  women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  re- 
putable females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
until  displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient^to^the  Asylum4every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  ^contributor  'of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shallJbe^an^Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year . 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  every  year . 
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Art.  X .  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  board  of  mangers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for 
which  purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed . 

Art.  XIV.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present/shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose . 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly  who  shall  attend 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  XVI .  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Officers . 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

chapter  n. 

Directresses 

I .  The  First  Directress  shall  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four 
hoursjprevious  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose . 

II .  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting. 
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III .  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious meeting  at  length . 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  :  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board . 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

chapter  v. 
Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 

the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion 
discharge  her. 
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VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful . 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct in  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX .  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month- 
ly meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in 
quire  whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  enquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed 
a  sufficient  quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians . 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements 
that  the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board . 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house . 
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IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shallybe  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physician  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron . 

I.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II .  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 

Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar 
and  molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient 
to  her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  per- 
mission .  She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits 
are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician, 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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CHAPTER  IX 


Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquor  into  the  Asy- 
lum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  service  s  as  the  Matron  shall  require . 

III .  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary . 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  ofiicer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading 
a  portion  of  Scripture . 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved . 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the 
order  specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which, 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ; 
should  that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday.

FORTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT- 


he  Forty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  New 
York  Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women  is  now- 
presented  by  the  Managers,  to  show  with 
what  success  they  have  striven  to  comfort  those  whose 
circumstances  in  life  make  them  dependent  at  times 
upon  the  sympathy,  interest  and  support  of  the  more 
favored  classes  of  the  community. 

Reviewing  the  past  year  with  devout  gratitude,  the 
Managers  would  acknowledge  that  their  work  has  been 
accomplished  under  favorable  circumstances.  The 
lives  of  the  patients  have  been  mercifully  spared,  one 
death  only  having  occurred,  and  that  the  result  of  dis- 
ease contracted  before  entering. 

It  is  a  fact  to  be  cherished  with  great  satisfaction 
that  during  a  peiiod  of  five  years  only  one  death  has 
been  registered ;  and  an  incident  worthy  of  record,  that 
at  one  time,  when  a  case  of  malignant  puerperal  fever 
was  under  treatment,  so  watchful  was  the  care,  so  thor- 
ough the  discipline,  not  one  among  the  large  number  of 
patients  was  affected  by  it. 

Such  efficient  and  vigorous  management  is  the  foun- 
dation of  success^  and  essentially  important  in  accom- 
plishing the  mission  of  the  asylum.  How  many  useful 
lives  have  been  saved,  how  many  weary  pillows  soothed, 
how  many  destitute  and  pitiable  sufferers  relieved  in 
these  years,  which,  under  the  guiding  hand  of  Provi- 
dence, have  been  attended  with  such  favorable  results. 
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It  is  by  a  retrospect  of  the  past  that  the  amount  or 
relief  obtained  from  an  institution  is  fully  understood; 
in  this  way  it  becomes  an  agency  for  its  own  progress 
in  the  cause  of  humanity. 

Since  the  last  anniversary  92  women  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  asylum.  76  have  been  confined,  and  42 
have  left  to  fill  situations  as  wet  nurses.  177  have  also 
been  attended  at  their  homes  by  the  District  Physician. 

Mrs.  Hope's  invaluable  services  as  matron,  secure  to 
the  patients  the  same  kind  and  judicious  treatment 
which  they  have  ever  received  under  her  care. 

Dr.  Chas.  Ward  remains  as  Resident  Physician,  per- 
forming the  duties  of  the  office  with  his  accustomed 
skill  and  fidelity. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  Asylum,  so  ably  managed 
by  its  Treasurer,  were  never  in  a  more  prosperous  con- 
dition. Among  other  acceptable  donations,  that  of 
three  thousand  dollars  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Charities  is  gratefully  acknowledged,  and  will  be  found 
credited  in  the  Treasurer's  report. 

From  the  published  Report  of  the  Commissioner,  af- 
ter an  inspection  of  the  different  charitable  institutions 
of  the  city,  last  year,  this  asylum  was  stated  u  to  be  in 
good  condition,  its  meritorious  design  and  good  man- 
agement entitling  it  to  the  confidence  of  the  public." 

The  following  acceptable  donations  were  received 
during  the  year  : 

From  Mrs.  T.  A.  Emmet,  a  turkey,  chickens,  and 
fruit  for  thanksgiving  dinner. 
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From  Mrs.  J.  Roosevelt,  turkeys  and  pie  for  Christ- 
mas. 

From  Mrs.  C.  K.  Garrison,  a  turkey  and  half  dozen 
pillow-cases. 

From  Mrs.  Chas.  A.  Morford,  a  basket  of  peaches 
and  some  preserves. 

The  Asylum  still  retains  its  important  position  among 
the  yearly  increasing  charitable  institutions  of  the  city, 
in  being  the  only  one  of  this  character  where  none  but 
married  women  are  received ;  the  improved  circum- 
stances of  many,  in  these  times  of  high  wages,  enabling 
them  more  often  than  formerly  to  remain  in  their  homes 
instead  of  seeking  the  shelter  of  this  asylum. 

Let  us  cherish  the  hope  that  God's  blessing  will  con- 
tinue to  rest  upon  it,  that  in  the  years  to  come,  its  op- 
portunities of  doing  good  may  be  increased,  and  that 
many  shall  have  cause  to  look  back  upon  its  needed 
protection  with  hearts  of  thankfulness  and  praise. 
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REMARKS. 


The  statistics  just  given  differ  very  little  from  those  of  previ- 
ous years.  With  the  exception  of  one  death  among  the  women, 
(the  only  one  during  a  period  of  five  years),  the  Asylum  has  en- 
joyed its  usual  immunity  from  severe  illness  and  death. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  how  marked  is  the  improvement  in 
the,  general  condition  of  the  patients  after  admission,  a  fact 
readily  accounted  for  hy  the  rest,  care,  diet,  and  improved  hy- 
gienic influences  which  they  here  enjoy.  This  will  he  the  more 
readily  appreciated  hy  those  of  you  who  have  been  called  to  min 
ister  to  the  sick  in  quarters  of  the  city  from  whence  we  receive 
the  greater  number  of  our  patients,  where  families  are  closely 
crowded  in  poorly  ventilated  and  unwholesome  tenements,  and 
where  the  poor  women  are  obliged  to  toil  up  to  the  last  moment 
and  then  to  go  through  a  process  in  which  all  extra-puerperal 
influences  of  a  deteriorating  nature  are  powerful  factors  for  evil, 
with  the  necessity  oftentimes  of  resuming  household  duties  on 
the  third  or  fourth  day  after  confinement.  When  this  is  con- 
sidered, is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  there  are  many  cases  fol- 
lowed by  most  unfortunate  sequelae  which  under  more  favorable 
circumstances  would  not  have  resulted  ?•  It  is  this  class  of  cases 
which  furnish  to  our  dispensaries  and  hospitals  the  large  num- 
ber of  patients  afflicted  with  the  diseases  peculiar  to  the  sex. 

Some  who  have  heard  the  statistics  given  may  wonder  that  a 
special  institution  of  this  kind  does  not  receive  more  patients, 
but  this  is  not  a  general  lying-in  asylum,  for  it  is  designed  only 
to  furnish  to  the  respectable  married  women,  who  from  any  cause 
may  need  such  an  asylum,  the  comforts  of  a  home  and  the  bene- 
fits of  enlightened  care.  Ample  provision  is  made  in  other  in- 
stitutions for  the  care  of  those  who,  though  not  coming  under 
our  rule  of  admission,  still  need  an  asylum.  The  large  number 
of  such  who  apply  here  are  referred  elsewhere.  Ours  would  be 
a  very  extensive  work  were  we  less  restricted  by  our  rule  of  ad- 
mission. 
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A  very  important  part  of  the  work  of  the  asylum  is  carried  on 
in  the  "  out-door  department."  In  this  department  we  are  less 
discriminating,  never  refusing  to  care  for  those  who  having 
homes  yet  need  assistance.  A  well-organized  corps  of  district 
physicians  enables  us  to  furnish  efficient  aid  to  all  who  are  too 
poor  to  engage  a  medical  attendant. 

Another  work  of  the  Asylum  is  of  much  importance.  I  refer 
to  the  effort  made  to  furnish  desirable  wet  nurses  to  all  who  may 
be  in  need  of  such  special  service.  In  this  the  effort  of  the  Asy- 
lum has  long  been  recognized  and  its  help  sought,  so  that  it 
may  be  said  that  the  poor  and  rich  are  alike  aided  according  to 
their  special  needs. 

Thus,  hidden  away  from  public  gaze  in  this  quiet  retreat, 
within  a  stone's  throw  of  the  great  artery  of  this  metropolis,  an 
unostentatious  and  beautiful  charity  is  carried  on  by  your  ef- 
forts, the  existence  of  which  is  little  known  except  to  those  who, 
in  their  need,  look  for  some  such  assistance  as  is  here  afforded. 
Though  we  have  not  the  outward  attractions  of  imposing  archi- 
tecture, nor  the  situation  to  command  the  attention  of  the  pass- 
er-by, we  are  yet  favorably  known  to  the  poor  whose  sufferings 
and  necessities  we  seek  to  relieve,  and  in  whose  interest  this 
work  is  alone  prosecuted. 

There  yet  remains  for  me  to  speak  of  the  unwearying  faithful- 
ness of  Miss  Hope,  whose  ripe  experience  in  all  that  pertains  to 
her  special  duties  has  contributed  much  to  the  success  of  your 
work,  and  the  ease  with  which  it  has  been  accomplished. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  District  Physicians  for  their  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  allotted  to  them,  and  the  willingness 
with  which  they  have  at  all  times  responded  to  the  calls  upon 
their  valuable  time.

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW  YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


ACT  OP  INCORPORATION,      Passed  Mh  March,  1827 

Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "The  New-York 
Asylum  for  lying-in  women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  re- 
putable females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second, 
Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
until  displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Sjciety,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year . 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  every  year. 
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Art  .  X .  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually . 

Art.  XL  The  board  of  mangers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary . 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  dis- 
posal by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for 
which  purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part;  and 
the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to 
the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose . 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly  who  shall  attend 
at  the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock, 
to  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  dis- 
cretionary powers. 

Art.  XVI .    The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 

the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

.  Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager* 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or  here- 
after shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  VVednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alte  ?tions  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

chapter  n. 

Directresses 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  a  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four 
hjours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  an<l  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

Chapter  iv. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  am- 
ple security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

chapter  v. 
Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  bfore  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objecs  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion 
discharge  her. 
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VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  con- 
duct in  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  month-, 
ly  meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  enquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  pro- 
visions are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed 
a  sufficient  quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians . 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements 
that  the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  '  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house . 
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IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation 
shall  be  by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians 
shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum .  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physician  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron . 

I.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar 
and  molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furni- 
ture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient 
to  her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  per- 
mission .  She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits 
are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician, 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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CHAPTER  IX 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquor  into  the  Asy- 
lum . 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  service  s  as  the  Matron  shall  require . 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading 
a  portion  of  Scripture . 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI .  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  th« 
order  specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which, 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ; 
should  that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum  85 
Marion  Street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock. 
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FIFTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


It  is  witli  gratitude  and  pleasure  that  we  present  this 
Report  of  the  New  York  Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women — at 
the  same  time  our  Annual  Report  and  our  semi-centennial. 
We  look  to  our  friends,  who  have  so  generously  given  encou- 
ragement and  sympathy  in  the  past,  for  hearty  congratu- 
lations. 

Our  work  has  been  prosecuted  in  the  retiring  unostenta- 
tious manner,  necessary  in  this  peculiar  field  of  labor ;  but  as 
we  look  at  the  long  list  of  those  who  have  here  received  sub- 
stantial and  timely  aid  in  their  hour  of  need,  of  those  who 
have  here  first  opened  their  eyes  upon  the  world,  of  those 
who  have  under  onr  direction  received  medical  aid  at  their 
own  homes,  and  realize  (as  none  can  realize  but  those  who 
are  familiar  with  the  circumstances  under  which  the  aid  we 
give  is  given)  the  suffering  and  distress  to  which  it  has  been 
our  privilege  to  bring  relief,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
work  thus  done  places  this  Institution  among  the  important 
charities  of  the  city. 

Our  doors  are  open  to  all,  irrespective  of  creed  or  nation- 
ality, the  only  requisite  being  proof  of  marriage. 

We  would  gladly  add  to  the  number  of  inmates ;  but 
among  the  very  class  we  aim  to  help  there  is  an  innate  re- 
luctance natural  to  woman,  however  reduced,  to  seek  aid  at 
such  a  time  from  public  charity.  The  cases,  however,  are 
rare  where  we  do  not  receive  expressions  of  heartfelt  grati- 
tude, often  accompanied  with  surprise,  at  the  real  comfort 
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and  happiness  found  in  the  Asylum  they  almost  dreaded  to 
seek.  We  have  been  gratified  to  receive  as  inmates  those 
also  who  having  begun  life  within  these  walls  return  to  take 
upon  themselves  the  duties  of  maternity.  Another,  and  not 
unimportant  part  of  our  work  has  been  visiting  and  affording 
proper  medical  attendance  to  large  numbers  of  women  at 
their  own  homes.  Our  yearly  report,  the  statistics  of  which 
are  given  elsewhere,  is  quite  satisfactory  as  to  work  accom- 
plished. 

Four  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year,  two  of  women 
and  two  of  children,  a  larger  number  than  for  many  years 
previous,  but  occurring  under  such  circumstances  as  to  in- 
crease rather  than  diminish  confidence  in  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  house.  One,  a  case  of  typhoid  fever,  contracted 
before  entering,  and  proving  fatal  soon  after  confinement, 
was  so  carefully  watched  that  all  other  inmates  escaped  the 
infection. 

We  are  still  favored  in  our  efficient  and  capable  Matron, 
Mrs.  Hope,  whose  good  judgment  and  experience  render  her 
eminently  fitted  for  her  post  of  trust. 

We  feel  deeply  our  loss  in  the  withdrawal  of  our  resident 
physician,  Dr.  Chas.  S.  Ward,  who  has  for  more  than  three 
years  so  ably  and  faithfully  performed  the  duties  of  that  office. 

Another  cause  for  sincere  regret  has  been  the  resignation 
of  our  Secretary,  whose  rare  fitness  for  that  position,  and 
earnest  sympathy  with  the  work  make  her  place  one  difficult 
to  fill.  We  are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  the  services 
of  the  other  officers  of  the  Board. 

Among  many  acceptable  donations  during  the  year  we 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  appropriation  of  Three  Thousand 
Dollars  by  the  Board  of  Apportionment  from  the  Excise 


r, 


Fund.  This  donation  conies  to  us  with  especial  fitness,  as  so 
many  of  the  applicants  for  our  aid  are  compelled  to  become 
such  through  the  influence,  more  or  less  direct,  of  intem- 
perance. 

We  cannot  but  feel  grateful  for  the  record  of  the  past  fifty 
years  ;  and  hoping,  not  that  the  number  of  those  who  need 
the  help  we  offer  may  increase,  but  that  from  the  already  too 
large  number  of  those  who  do  need  it,  more  may  seek  what 
we  so  gladly  give,  and  that  we  may  gain  a  stronger  hold 
upon  the  confidence  of  those  for  whom  our  sympathies  and 
labors  are  ever  ready.  We  pray  that  as  God's  blessing  has 
rested  upon  us  in  the  past,  so  it  may  go  with  us  in  the  future, 
and  that  as  His  instruments  we  may  be  enabled  to  comfort 
and  relieve  many  a  suffering  sister.

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REMARKS. 


The  foregoing  table  represents  the  number 'of  cases,  as  well  as  the 
average  amount  of  work  for  the  year.  These  bald  figures,  however, 
cannot  convey  to  one  unacquainted  with  the  work,  the  care  required 
in  cases  of  this  kind.  Nor  to  those  unacquainted  with  the  necessities 
and  impoverishments  of  tenement-house  life,  more  particularly  the  im- 
mediate accompaniments  of  parturition  as  there  seen,  can  these  plain 
wards  and  appliances  testify  of  the  high  degree  of  comfort  here  secured 
to  those  admitted.  They  are  transferred  immediately  from  the  severe 
routine  of  household  life  with  its  privations  and  bad  hygienic  condi- 
tions, to  spacious  and  well  lighted  rooms,  where  the  utmost  cleanliness 
is  enforced,  with  only  such  light  work  to  perform  as  would  ensure  the 
requisite  exercise,  while  their  food  is  changed  from  the  scanty  and 
ill-prepared  to  that  of  variety  and  plenty.  This  change  of  surround- 
ings invariably  exhibits  itself,  so  that  usually  the  patient  is  in 
excellent  condition  at  the  proper  time,  or,  at  least,  certainly  greatly 
improved  from  her  condition  on  entering.  Beside  the  favorable 
sanitary  and  dietary  influences,  all  admitted  have  immediate  medical 
supervision.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  all  influences  here  unite  to 
elevate  the  physical  as  well  as  the  moral  tone  of  the  inmates. 

Though  the  percentage  of  death  is  somewhat  increased,  this  is  due 
chiefly  to  extrinsic  causes.  We  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  that 
puerperal  fever,  so  prevalent  at  this  season,  has  not  numbered  any  of 
those  under  our  care  among  its  victims. 

The  constant  application  for  admission,  or  for  attendance  at  home, 
testifies  that  the  Asylum  still  has  an  important  field  of  labor,  and  that 
it  fulfils  its  work  in  a  manner  to  ensure  the  respect  and  attention  of 
the  community. 

As  this  is  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary,  I  desire  to  emphasize  the  fore- 
going statistics  by  calling  attention  to  the  final  summary,  which 
represents  the  number  of  confinements  which  have  been  directly 
looked  after  during  the  last  fifty  years  by  the  Asylum ;  it  is  in  the 
aggregate  16,818  (3,797  in  the  Asylum,  and  13,021  at  large). 
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When  it  is  remembered  that  this  is  a  charity — and,  still  better  a 
private  charity — the  figures  at  once  are  greatly  magnified  in  import- 
ance; for  the  Asylum  has  depended  almost  entirely  upon  the  yearly 
subscriptions  of  its  friends,  and  not  upon  State  or  municipal  donations, 
The  Asylum  in  its  character,  has  of  necessity  been  but  little  brought 
before  the  public ;  but  its  quiet  work  has  been  prosecuted  in  every 
quarter  of  the  city,  and'  it  is  best  known,  accordingly,  amongst  the 
class  which  it  seeks  to  benefit. 

The  expressions  of  gratitude,  and  the  little  donations  not  infre- 
quently made  by  those  who  have  received  care,  as  well  as  their 
subsequent  return  for  a  like  service,  testify  of  the  appreciation  of  what 
is  here  done.  A  still  more  striking  illustration  may  be  found  in  an 
upper  ward,  of  a  woman,  now  with  baby  in  arms,  who  was  herself 
born  here,  who  came  seeking  that  care  which  made  her  mother  com- 
fortable, and  did  much  towards  nourishing  the  then  little  being  who 
is  now  a  joyous  and  healthful  mother. 

A  point  particularly  deserving  mention  is  the  fact  that,  besides  the 
munificent  provision  for  care,  in  the  dietary  and  the  surroundings  of  a 
home  here  furnished,  the  Asylum  has  always  had  the  best  medical 
skill  of  the  city  at  its  disposal,  so  that  its  peculiar  work  has  not  been 
done  in  a  half-way  manner,  but  with  the  best  light  of  science. 

I  desire  to  thank,  through  you,  the  gentlemen  of  the  District  Staff, 
for  the  work  done  incident  to  their  position,  which  redounds  to  the 
credit  of  the  Asylum  as  well  as  to  themselves.  Nor  should  we  forget 
to  mention  the  ever  faithful  Mrs.  Hope,  whose  work  here  has  greatly 
lightened  the  labors  of  the  Management  by  her  rare  executive  and 
professional  ability  during  a  period  of  sixteen  years. 

With  such  a  record  for  the  past,  no  fear  for  the  future  should  exist. 
The  Asylum  is  still  needed,  and  its  work  will  extend  with  the  growth 
of  the  city;  its  possibilities  for  great  good  are  still  large,  and  its 
necessities  only  such  as  the  Christian  heart  will  gladly  supply.

CONSTITUTION 

OP  THE 

ftettr  gorh  ^sglwm  for  ^gmg-in  WBiamtn. 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION — Passed  March  9th,  1827. 


Art.  [.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women." 

Art.  IT.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  comfortable 
accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  reputable  females, 
who  desire  an  Asylum  during  the  period  of  their  confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall  elect 
by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth, 
Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but  any  one  or  all  of 
them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superintending 
and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until  displaced 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that 
may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like  manner 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to  appoint  all  the 
medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices  and  appointments 
shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Managers, 
who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special  meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annually 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend  one 
patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscriptions,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be 
a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
two  patients  every  year.

Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  XT.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  con- 
tributions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal  by 
sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  permanent 
funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which  purpose  (so 
excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  and  of 
whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall 
always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be 
requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who  shall 
be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or 
of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Directresses, 
such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated  by  those  pre- 
sent for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee  from 
their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the  Asylum 
on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive  and 
decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asylum, 
and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Managers, 
except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or  hereafter  shall  be 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  1'2  o'clock,  when  the  concurrence  of 
four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the 
Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

Ifcto  fork  l^sglum  for  l^ging-m  Momen. 


ARTICLE  I. 
Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which  shall 
be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous  to  said 
meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every. month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all  her 
rights  and  duties. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take  minutes 
of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them  into  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose. 
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II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  previous  to 
such  meeting. 

III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immediately 
after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties ;  she  shall  have  the  custody  of 
all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  documents 
relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  account 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to  the 
Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter  case 
they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly  and  take  such  se- 
curity as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other  business 
as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  six 
months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations  as 
they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  Institu- 
tion, provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws. 
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VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion  discharge 
her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good  conduct  in  discharge 
of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses  and 
servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly  meet- 
ing. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Kegulations  of  the  Managers,  relative  to 
the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  enquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  Matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to  examine 
particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the  cleanliness 
of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions  are  of  good 
quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  sufficient  quantity  ; 
they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement  can  be  made  for  the 
greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their  ap- 
pointment, which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at  every 
monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 

week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 

unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 

another  member  of  the  Board. 
\ 
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III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the  house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance  as 
shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by  him 
deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be  invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as  may  be 
thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physician  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

article  ym. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see  that 
the  Regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase  under  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and  all  other  stores 
for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient  to  her, 
and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission.  She 
shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in  the  Asylum, 
except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  language, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the  Visiting 
Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or  other 
articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Visiting 
Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in  their  book  and 
give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquor  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and  in 
such  other  service  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four  weeks 
after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending  Physician  it 
shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any  other 
immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident  Physician, 
may  immediately  discharge  her. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak  audibly, 
excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and  addressing 
herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall.be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a  por- 
tion of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti- 
tution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which,  when  practi- 
cable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 
By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shal]  be  made  to  the  By-Laws  without, 
notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

ARTICLE  XII. 
Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents,  unless 
a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday ;  should  that 
also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum;  85  Marion 
Street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of  Eleven  and 
One  o'clock. 
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FIFTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


•  •  • 


While  the  winter  of  1874  will  long  be  remembered  as  one 
of  great  suffering  and  destitution  among  the  poor,  as  well  as 
among  a  large  class  who  have  for  the  first  time  been  brought 
to  want,  it  will  also  hear  its  record  of  large  charities  from  a 
generous  and  sympathizing  people.    Many  new  societies  for 
extending  relief  to  suffering  and  poverty  in  all  its  forms,  have 
been  organized,  and  those  already  established  have  received 
new  impulses.  The  problem,  always  a  difficult  one,  as  to  how 
and  to  whom  aid  should  be  given,  has  been  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed, and  it  is  hoped  results  will  prove  not  without  benefit. 
Amid  all  this  activity  we  have  not  been  idle,  and  although 
this  Asylum  like  many  of  the  older  and  (from  the  very  nature 
of  its  work)  less  prominent  charities  of  the  city,  has  not  been 
among  those  who  could  publish  long  lists  of  beneficiaries,  or 
give  its  record  of  large  sums  received  or  expended,  still  the 
statistics  of  the  past  year  should  not  be  read  without  grati- 
tude to  Him  who  has  made  it  our  privilege  to  minister  to 
woman's  need.    More  numerous  than  ever  before  among  the 
applicants  for  the  aid  and  protection  which  this  Asylum 
offers,  have  been  those  whose  first  plea  for  admittance  rested 
upon  the  fact  that  they  had  no  other  home ;  and  we  may  not 
lightly  estimate  the  effect  upon  such,  of  having  their  burden 
thus  lightened  when  it  seemed  the  heaviest,  being  removed 
from  a  wandering,  homeless  life,  to  where  pure  air,  whole- 
some food,  and  the  Lest  medical  attendance  must  exercise  an 
influence  moral  and  physical,  as  well  over  the  little  life 
begun  within  these  walls,  as  over  the  mother  herself. 

We  have  had  many  sad  cases  of  destitution  brought  under 
our  immediate  observation,  but  by  the  beautiful  law  of  com- 
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pensation,  have  seen  some  noble  and  generous  responses  to 
those  living  appeals  for  help.  The  most  striking  instance 
was  perhaps  that  of  the  German  woman,  Henrietta  Rodem- 
acher,  who,  having  already  two  children  in  the  Home  for  the 
Friendless,  was  here  delivered  of  triplets.  So  exceptional  a 
case  seemed  to  demand  exceptional  measures  for  relief,  and 
contrary  to  all  precedent,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  make 
the  case  known  to  the  public  through  the  medium  of  the 
press,  which  with  ever  ready  liberality,  published  the  appeal, 
and  in  a  short  time  the  Treasurer  received,  from  various 
sources,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars,  besides  much  valu- 
able clothing,  which  will  place  the  woman  above  want  for 
some  time.  Such  liberal  and  prompt  response,  at  a  time 
when  the  community  was  under  a  heavy  financial  cloud,  was 
a  most  cheering  evidence  of  the  existence  of  that  most  excel- 
lent gift  of  charity. 

Our  yearly  record,  though  showing  little  material  change, 
either  in  the  number  of  patients  or  the  general  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  Asylum,  gives  abundant  and  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  progress,  and  of  much  good  accomplished,  both  as  to 
the  number  received  and  treated  in  the  Asylum,  as  well  as 
in  the  much  larger  number  of  those  receiving  medical  aid  at 
their  own  homes.  The  Board  of  Officers  remains  substan- 
tially the  same. 

The  return  of  Dr.  Stirling,  after  so  long  an  absence,  is  a 
subject  of  sincere  congratulation. 

We  have  also  great  cause  for  gratitude  in  the  continuance 
of  Mrs.  Hope's  service  as  Matron,  with  her  efficient  staff  of 
assistants. 

Through  the  liberality  of  Mrs.  Emmet  and  Mrs.  Roosevelt, 
the  inmates  were  supplied  with  a  bountiful  dinner  on  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas  day ;  other  valuable  donations  in 
money,  &c,  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 
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One  very  important  feature  of  this  years'  record,  has  been 
the  fact  that  while  the  prevalence  of  a  terrible  epidemic  has 
left  many  motherless  infants,  this  Asylum,  under  Providence, 
has  been  mercifully  spared  a  single  visitation,  and  has  been 
able  to  supply  the  mother's  care  to  those  so  suddenly  deprived 
of  it.  This  fact  alone  should  be  considered  sufficient  evidence 
that  the  Asylum  holds  no  unimportant  place  among  our 
City  Charities. 

With  sentiments  of  tenderness,  we  record  the  death  of  two 
of  our  most  cherished  and  devoted  friends — friends  almost 
from  the  organization  of  the  Institution.  Mrs.  Henry  Coits 
valuable  services  cover  a  period  of  nearly  forty-four  years, — 
as  secretary  and  treasurer,  promoting  its  interest  and  welfare 
by  every  means  in  her  power,  and  retiring  only  from  it  by 
advancing  age. 

Mrs.  I.  W.  Schmidt  became  manager  forty  years  ago.  As 
our  courteous  and  efficient  first  directress  for  twenty-three 
years,  she  cannot  be  forgotten  ;  her  council  and  efforts  in  our 
behalf,  won  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  her  associates.  Of 
such  it  is  written,  "Be  thou  faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will 
give  thee  a  Crown  of  Life."

REMARKS. 


It  affords  me  peculiar  gratification  to  have  the  honor  of  again 
presenting  the  Annual  Medical  Report  of  the  New  York  Asylum 
for  Lying-in  Women,  after  an  absence  of  four  years.  It  is  no  less 
a  source  of  gratification,  but  not  of  surprise,  to  learn  that  the  same 
traditional  prosperity  and  success  have  attended  its  operation  dur- 
ing this  long  interval. 

This  successful  operation,  has  continued  long  enough  and 
steadily  enough  to  lead  to  the  conviction,  that  not  only  has  the 
management  of  the  institution  been  admirable  in  itself,  but  that 
the  principles  on  which  it  is  established  are  the  proper  ones,  for 
the  peculiar  objects  which  it  proposes  to  acomplish. 

This  has  struck  me  with  more  force,  and  is  uppermost  in  my 
mind  in  making  this  report, — from  having  recently  seen  and  ex- 
amined many  similar  institutions  in  different  countries,  and  com- 
pared their  results.  The  almost  absolute  immunity  of  this  one 
from  puerperal  epidemics,  so  frequent  in  other  institutions,  and 
even  in  the  practice  of  private  practitioners  of  this  and  other  great 
cities,  cannot  fail  to  arrest  attention. 

How  has  this  been  brought  about  ?  Certainly  not  by  the  use 
of  any  unusual  or  extraordinary  measures;  but  simply  by  doing 
what  we  propose  to  do,  on  rational  principles,  and  with  a  single- 
ness of  aim  to  accomplish  that  and  nothing  more.  To  examine 
the  details  of  this  process,  we  must  first  look  at  the  locality.  Now 
as  to  the  site,  we  can  see  nothing  peculiarly  favorable  in  it.  The 
most  that  would  be  said,  is  that  it  is  certainly  conveniently  placed 
with  reference  to  the  class  for  whose  benefit  it  is  designed.  It  is 
in  the  midst  of  a  dense  population,  and  near  to  the  crowded  habi- 
tations of  the  poorest  of  the  city.  The  quarter  has  indeed  greatly 
changed  in  character,  since  the  selection  of  a  site  was  first  made, 
and  doubtless  chosen  for  its  retirement,  as  well  as  for  its  elevation, 
and  well  drained  sandy  soil.  This  choice  has  been  justified  by  the 
results,  for  it  has  been  proved,  on  the  whole,  to  be  a  remarkably 
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healthy  dwelling.  It  is  well  sheltered  from  changing  blasts,  and 
hidden  away  from  external  noise  and  annoyances,  free  from  damp- 
ness and  bad  drainage,  and  by  reason  of  the  amplitude  of  its  upper 
unoccupied  part,  easily  accessible  to  complete  ventilation.  True, 
it  has  not  all  the  labor-saving  appliances  and  conveniences,  now 
deemed  indispensable  in  all  well  appointed  modern  structures, 
designed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  sick  ;  hence  it  demands, 
and  of  course  receives,  constant  vigilance  in  maintaining  the  inva- 
riable purity,  which  is  the  habitual  condition  of  its  wards. 

Its  small  capacity  is  another  favorable  circumstance,  for  it  is 
thus  easily,  without  overstraining  anxiety,  kept  within  the  control 
of  the  management,  and  within  their  ability  to  supply  with  abun- 
dance and  with  the  best,  and  at  the  minimum  of  expense ;  and  this 
plenitude  of  nourishment,  is  of  the  utmost  necessity  in  this  class 
of  the  sick.  Yet  there  is  no  waste  of  material;  hence  the  great 
moderation  of  expenditure,  as  I  have  had  occasion  to  verify  this 
winter,  so  that  it  is  considered  to  rank  amongst  the  less  expensive 
of  all  the  city  charities,  in  proportion  to  the  numbers  benefitted  by 
its  benevolent  aid. 

Another  important  feature,  is  its  complete  separation  from  all 
Hospital  connections,  and  from  all  large  aggregation  of  persons 
sick  or  well,  under  the  same  roof.  To  obtain  this  end,  would  of 
itself  be  good  reason  for  establishing  a  number  of  similar  small 
institutions,  in  preference  to  forming  one  grand  establishment,  suf- 
ficient to  meet  the  exigencies  of  great  cities  like  New  York,  where 
the  poor  are  huddled  together  in  immense  unwholesome  tene- 
ments. And  if  a  much  greater  number  of  poor  women  could 
thereby  be  induced  to  resort  to  such  small  home-like  Asylums,  it 
would  diminish  the  danger  now  attendant  upon  the  parturient 
condition  in  this  city,  amongst  rich  and  poor.  For  under  the 
circumstances  that  usually  attend  this  process  amongst  the  poor 
of  New  York,  the  wonder  is,  not  that  puerperal  fever  is  so  fre- 
quently epidemic,  but  that  so  many  escape  the  contagion.  A  very 
little  familiarity  with  the  facts,  should  convince  the  most  sceptical 
of  this,  and  this  fever  once  generated,  who  can  tell  us  into  what 
house  it  may  not  find  its  way  ? 

But  to  pursue  our  examination,  we  next  notice  that  the  short 
season,  usually  passed  in  the  house  before  confinement,  makes  the. 
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greatest  difference  in  the  health  of  the  patients;  they  have  been 
transferred  from  impure  air,  and  a  laborious,  distracting,  ill-fed, 
uncleanly  course  of  life,  to  the  pure  atmosphere,  cleanliness,  regu- 
larity and  rest  of  the  Asylum,  with  its  abundance  and  comfort. 
The  change  naturally  acts  most  favorably  in  the  subsequent 
labors. 

Again  the  rule,  restricting  the  benefits  of  the  Asylum  to  needy 
respectable  married  women,  cuts  off  a  large  class  whose  demoralized 
condition  renders  them  less  capable  of  meeting  successfully  the 
many  accidents  likely  to  occur.  These  persons  frequently  apply- 
ing, are  always  kindly  directed  and  aided  in  finding  the  institu- 
tions adapted  to  their  case. 

And  again,  the  fact  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Asylum  is 
held  to  be  so  valuable  by  those  who  propose  to  accept  positions  of 
wet  nurses,  so  important  a  want  in  this  community,  attracts  a 
large  proportion  of  that  class;  and  these  are  likely  to  be  of  superior 
physical  constitution  and  health. 

To  sum  up  then,  the  success  of  the  institution  may  fairly  be 
attributed  to  its  salubrious  position;  the  smallness  of  its  capacity; 
the  excellent  interior  management,  as  regards  hygiene,  etc.;  the 
preparatory  care  taken  of  the  patients;  the  rules  of  admission, 
leading  to  favorable  selection  in  point  of  health;  and  above  all  to 
its  complete  isolation  from  hospital  connections,  and  exemption 
from  over-crowding. 

This  fifty-first  year  differs  little  from  the  fifty  preceding,  in  the 
average  run  of  the  statistics,  given  above  in  a  tabulated  form  ; 
showing  106  women  cared  for  in  the  house,  170  outside,  276  cases 
in  all.  In  the  house,  one  death  occurred  of  the  women  ;  not  from 
any  puerperal  disease,  but  from  advanced  phthisis,  of  which  she 
was  dying  at  the  time  of  entrance. 

The  most  interesting  event  of  the  year,  is  the  appearance  for  the 
first  time  in  the  Asylum,  of  three  children  at  one  birth,  all  living; 
a  sufficiently  rare  occurrence,  seeing  that  it  is  the  only  case  in 
over  17,000  which  have  been  recorded  on  its  books. 

At  first,  it  seemed  to  be  a  too  onerous  blessing  imposed  on  the 
poor  mother,  who  with  her  five  children,  had  to  rely  upon  her  own 
labor  solely.  But  the  active  humanity  of  the  ladies  of  the  man- 
agement, seconded  by  their  able  lieutenant,  Mrs.  Hope,  quickly 
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made  the  benevolent  public  aware  of  the  case,  and  its  responsive 
generosity,  and  notably  that  of  German  ladies,  who  promptly  came 
forward  to  assist,  soon  enabled  the  ladies  to  do  what  was  deemed 
necessary  for  the  triplets  and  their  mother. 

Without  the  house,  the  able  corps  of  District  Physicians  have 
always,  as  usual,  been  cheerfully  prompt  and  efficient  in  rendering 
gratuitous  assistance  to  all,  without  restriction  or  condition,  and 
deserve  the  thanks  of  the  management. 

Mrs.  Hope's  self-denying  and  skillful  devotion,  is  so  well  known 
and  appreciated  by  you,  as  to  be  beyond  praise.  She  makes  all 
our  labors  comparatively  light. 

Dr.  Anway,  who  relieved  my  amiable  and  accomplished  succes- 
sor, and  now  predecessor,  Dr.  Ward,  during  the  first  half  of  this 
year,  performed  the  duties  of  Resident,  ably  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all,  withdrawing  to  enrich  his  experience  in  connection  with  a 
medical  position  in  the  Charity  Hospital.

OF  THE

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION — Passed  March  9th,  1827. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying  in  Women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to 
reputable  females,  who  desire  an  Asylum  during  the  period  of 
their  confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — 
but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superintend- 
ing and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  J3oard  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars 
annually  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled 
to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscriptions,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  in  every  year. 
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Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or 
contributions,  rendered  essential  service  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the 
measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who  shall 
be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
or  of  the  Society ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Direct- 
resses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated  by 
those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  IV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee  from 
their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretion- 
ary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them*  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of 
Managers,  except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three 
dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Regulations  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  H. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  ;  a  notice  of 
which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four  hours 
previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution, 
and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to 
all  her  rights  and  duties. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 
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IL  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every 
meeting  of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day- 
previous  to  such  meeting. 

III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  imme- 
diately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be 
received  on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 
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VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  committee  may  at  their  discretion 
discharge  her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the 
property  of  the  Asylum,  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron 
and  servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good 
conduct  in  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

L  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

EL  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to 
inquire  whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried 
into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  Matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a 
sufficient  quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improve- 
ment can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Physicians. 

L  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once 
a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should 
be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance 
of  another  member  of  the  Board. 
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III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and,  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case 
as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physician  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

ARTICLE  VHL 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  Regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect  ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key*all  wines,  spirits,  sugar  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and 
furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission. 
She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in 
the  Asylum,  except  by  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use  of 
the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to 
the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  service  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician,  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Resident  Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and 
approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
'Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which, 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

By-Laios. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday; 
should  that  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion  Street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock. 
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FIFTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT.

In  presenting  this,  the  Fifty-second  Annual  Eeport  of  the 
"  New  York  Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women,"  there  is  little  to 
call  for  special  remark  beyond  the  usual  record  of  patients 
received,  treated,  and  sent  out  again  strengthened  and  en- 
couraged to  resume  their  struggle  for  life.  But  may  it  not 
be  that  even  in  this  quiet  routine,  unbroken  by  death,  with 
but  few  cases  of  unusual  sickness,  and  a  larger  number  of 
births  than  for  many  years,  there  is  abundant  cause  for 
gratitude  to  Him  without  whose  blessing  we  cannot  hope  to 
prosper,  and  encouragement  to  believe  that  under  His  bless- 
ing great  good  is  being  accomplished  1 

Perhaps  never  before  has  the  social  scale  represented  by 
those  applying  here  for  aid,  covered  so  wide  a  range,  embrac- 
ing as  it  has  all  classes,  from  those  who  have  been  taken  in 
some  instances  almost  literally  from  the  street  and  from 
actual  starvation,  to  those  who  while  for  the  first  time  unable 
to  pay  for  the  requisite  care  and  attendance  at  their  own 
homes  have  gratefully  sought  it  here,  recipients  evidently  for 
the  first  time  of  public  charity,  which  while  accepted  hesitat- 
ingly, has  been  acknowledged  gratefully  at  their  departure. 

One  note-worthy  feature  among  the  cases  brought  under 
our  observation,  has  been  the  fact  that  in  one  or  two  instances 
women,  after  becoming  inmates  of  the  Asylum,  have  confess- 
ed to  great  dread  of  their  confinement,  owing  to  previous 
distress  and  suffering  arising,  as  they  were  convinced,  from 
organic  difficulty.  In  each  instance  these  fears  have  proved 
groundless,  and  they  have  left  well  and  strong,  one  of  them 
having  been  selected  as  the  best  nurse  at  that  time  in  the 
Asylum.  How  different  might  have  been  the  result  had 
they  received  at  their  own  houses  indifferent  medical  attend- 
ance, or  perhaps  none. 
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The  outside  work  of  visiting  women  who  are  for  any 
reason  unable  to  come  to  the  Asylum,  is  carried  on  as  usual 
and  is  in  itself  no  unimportant  branch  of  the  city's  charities. 

It  is  surely  a  matter  of  congratulation,  that  while  this 
winter  has  been  one  of  unusual  severity,  marked  by  its  long 
death-roll,  including  those  of  all  classes  and  ages,  this  Asylum 
with  less  than  the  ordinary  appliances  for  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  modern  hospitals  or  private  houses,  has  been 
almost  wholly  exempt  from  disease  and  death.  In  this  con- 
nection too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  the  resident 
physician,  Dr.  Stirling,  so  ably  seconded  by  the  matron, 
Mrs.  Hope,  for  his  rigid  requirement  of  abundant  ventilation, 
wholesome  food  and  scrupulous  cleanliness. 

The  inmates  are  indebted  as  usual  to  Mrs.  Emmet  and 
Mrs.  Roosevelt  for  kind  and  substantial  remembrance  on 
Christmas  and  Thanksgiving  Day.  Other  donations,  else- 
where recorded,  are  gratefully  acknowledged,  notably  accept- 
able among  these  is  the  appropr>ation  of  one  thousand  dollars 
($1000)  from  the  Excise  Fund.  This  with  all  other  sums 
received  we  are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  transfer  to  the 
hands  of  a  Treasurer  so  able  and  efficient. 

We  would  render  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  late 
Manager,  Mrs.  Isaac  TI.  Bronson,  who  died  last  July  after  a 
brief  illness.  Though  not  associated  with  us  many  years,  yet 
her  tender  consideration  for  the  poor,  the  deep  interest  she 
felt  for  the  institution,  and  her  gentleness,  endeared  her  to 
us.  We  shall  miss  her  and  deplore  "  our  loss,  which  to  her 
is  gain." 

In  thus  obeying  the  Divine  command,  "  Bear  ye  one 
another's  burdens,"  have  we  not  also  the  Divine  assurance, 
"  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me."

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To  these  few  simple  figures,  very  little  need  be  added  by  way 
of  remark  or  emphasis.  They  bear  upon  their  face  the  aspect 
that  we  have  become  accustomed  to,  in  the  Asylum,  of  an  almost 
total  absence  of  exciting,  or  rather,  unusual  medical  events.  The 
Asylum  has  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  doing  its  habit- 
ual work  in  its  quiet,  unostentatious  manner,  without  contributing 
anything  to  the  store  of  marvelous  or  extraordinary  experiences, 
that  so  attract  the  attention  of  the  general  public. 

Its  beneficiaries  have  come  in,  as  in  past  years,  downcast,  des- 
ponding, and  harassed  with  apprehensions  of  the  ordeal  before 
them,  in  their  helpless  and  friendless  poverty,  and  have  passed  out 
again,  after  a  few  weeks,  in  better  health  and  condition,  their 
hearts  lightened  by  the  smiling  and  healthy  infants  in  their  arms, 
and  happier  even  for  the  increase  that  had  been  added  to  their 
burdens. 

Everything  has  worked  regularly  and  normally.  There  have 
been  no  accidents,  no  plural  or  monstrous  births  ;  no  deaths  ; 
only  three  instrumental  deliveries,  and  but  one  of  these  can  be 
said  to  have  been  unavoidable.  There  was  but  one  very  serious 
case — a  post  partum  hemorrhage  ;  and  I  mention  this  only  to  give 
due  credit  to  the  prompt  efficiency  and  skill  of  Mrs.  Hope.  It  is 
but  the  simple  truth  to  state,  that  to  her  courage,  and  knowledge, 
and  presence  of  mind,  in  one  of  the  most  fearful  emergencies 
that  can  arise  in  child-birth,  one  of  the  patients  of  this  year  owes 
her  life  once,  and  it  might  also  be  added,  a  second  time,  in  being 
tenderly  and  assiduously  nursed  into  health  and  strength  again 
out  of  almost  hopeless  prostration,  the  consequence  of  the  terrific 
loss  of  blood. 

This  is  another  example  of  how  much  the  noticeable  exemption 
of  the  Asylum  from  the  usual  percentage  of  fatal  accidents  in 
labor,  is  due  to  the  fidelity  and  experienced  vigilance  of  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  establishment. 
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I  think  it  may  be  truthfully  said,  that  this  house  has  demon- 
strated the  true  model  on  which  the  future  obstetrical  hospitals 
should  be  planned,  and  it  seems  to  me,  this  is  the  opportune  mo- 
ment to  bring  this  fact  prominently  forward,  when  the  erection 
of  large,  imposing  structures  are  in  contemplation,  such  as  have 
been  abundantly  shown  to  be  both  unweildy,  expensive,  and  full 
of  dangerous  evils,  that  go  on  increasing  and  accumulating  from 
year  to  year,  whilst  in  this  small  establishment  there  has  been 
attained  the  maximum  of  efficiency  with  the  minimum  of  cost. 
This  fact  has  come  to  be  appreciated  by  the  best  informed  and 
wisest  of  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  influence  the  public  mind, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  through  their  counsels,  the  good  ex- 
ample will  not  be  lost. 

Several  such  establishments  might  be  maintained,  in  different 
quarters  of  the  city,  more  serviceable  and  less  costly  than  one 
great  affair,  and  thus  the  necessities  of  every  class  might  be 
readily  and  economically  met. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  this  Asylum  being  probably  well  placed, 
as  far  as  regards  the  public  wants,  for  some  time  to  come,  it  is  a 
matter  of  congratulation  with  all  interested  in  its  welfare,  that 
the  attention  of  the  Managers  has  been  fully  enlisted  in  an  endea- 
vor to  improve  the  condition  of  the  building.  It  needs  to  be 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired.  And  then,  a  great  many 
things  could  be  supplied  in  its  internal  arrangements,  which  were 
not  known  or  deemed  essential  fifty  years  ago,  to  facilitate  the 
labors  of  employes,  and  which  the  well-being  of  the  patients 
requires.  The  Asylum  has  rendered  so  substantial  a  service  to 
the  public  for  over  fifty  years,  that  an  appeal  for  funds  to  put  it 
in  a  condition  to  continue  that  service  efficiently  might  be  made 
with  good  grace,  and  should  be  promptly  and  generously  respond- 
ed to,  as  is  the  wont  of  the  nobly  charitable  people  of  New 
York. 

I  have  noticed  that  the  number  of  applications  for  the  services 
of  the  District  Physicians  has  not  been  so  great  for  several  years 
past,  as  formerly.  Only  conjectural  explanations  can  be  given  of 
this  fact.  At  one  time  this  institution  was  the  only  one  in  the 
city  that  furnished  gratuitous  medical  aid  of  that  character  at  the 
homes  of  the  patients.    Now  there  are  a  great  many  places — 
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cliniques,  colleges,  and  institutions  where  help  of  this  kind  is  fur- 
nished almost  or  altogether  gratuitously.  These  supply  nearly 
all  of  the  city  above  14th  Street,  and  most  of  the  calls  upon  us 
come  from  the  lower  wards. 

Then  again,  the  supply  of  medical  men,  midwives,  nurses  and 
others,  has  vastly  increased,  and  good  assistance  may  be  thus 
obtained  at  rates  within  the  compass  of  all  who  are  not  utterly 
destitute.  This  last  year  only  180  such  applications  were  made 
at  the  Asylum,  whilst  at  one  time  the  figures  reached  as  high  as 
600  a  year. 

Still,  our  corps  of  District  Physicians  remains  most  willing  and 
ready  to  supply  their  services  to  any  who  may  require  them,  in 
any  part  of  the  city,  and  for  their  gratuitous  labors  during  the 
past  year,  they  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  Management.

Note.— Whilst  correcting  the  last  proofs,  intelligence  has  been  received  of  the 
death  of  Dr.  Foster  Swift,  one  of  the  Attending  Physicians  of  the  Asylum,  an 
event  long  sorrowfully  expected  by  his  numerous  devoted  friends.  He  belonged  to 
the  finest  type  of  manhood,  intellectually  and  morally  ;  protracted  ill-health  alone 
preventing  him  from  achieving  the  highest  position  among  the  best  medical  practi- 
tioners of  the  day. 

From  the  earliest  dawnings  of  his  professional  ambitions,  he  entertained  none 
but  the  noblest  impulses  and  aspirations.  Of  perfect  purity  of  life  and  conversa- 
tion,— of  the  utmost  refinement  and  modesty  of  manner  and  bearing. — of  a  charm- 
ing humor  and  tenderness  of  heart,  and  of  rare  intellectual  and  social  accomplish- 
ments, he  made  himself  highly  prized  as  a  friend  and  companion.  Still  his  great 
manliness  and  strength  of  character  enabled  him  to  turn  unostentatiously  but  de- 
cidedly away  from  every  sham,  every  falsity  or  impurity  of  manifestation,  in  either 
professional,  social  or  public'relations. 

There  is  no  space  here  for  the  eulogy  he  merits,  or  to  enlarge  upon  the  loss,  the 
Asylum,  his  profession  and  his  country  have  sustained  in  this  early  dosing  of  a 
career  that  opened  with  so  bright  a  promise  :  but  the  many  accomplished  pens 
among  the  friends  who  knew  and  loved  him  so  well,  will  not  suffer  his  talents  and 
his  virtues  to  go  unrecorded.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION — Paused  March  9<7t,  1827. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying  in  Women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to 
reputable  females,  who  desire  an  Asylum  during  the  period  of 
their  confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty -three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — 
but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superintend- 
ing and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars 
annually  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscriptions,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time,  shall 
be  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  two  patients  in  every  year. 
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Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or 
contributions,  rendered  essential  service  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part  ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the 
measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who  shall 
be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
or  of  the  Society ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Direct- 
resses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated  by 
those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretion- 
ary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of 
Managers,  except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three 
dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  con- 
currence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable.

ARTICLE  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu 
tion,  By-Laws,  and  Regulations  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  ;  a  notice  of 
which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four  hours 
previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution, 
and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to 
all  her  rights  and  duties. 

ARTICLE  JTI. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 
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II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every 
meeting  of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day 
previous  to  such  meeting. 

III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  imme- 
diately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be 
received  on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly 
and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Managers  at  every  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been 
six  months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  / 
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VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  committee  may  at  their  discretion 
discharge  her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the 
property  of  the  Asylum,  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron 
and  servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good 
conduct  in  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to 
inquire  whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried 
into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  Matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a 
sufficient  quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improve- 
ment can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once 
a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should 
be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance 
of  another  member  of  the  Board. 
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III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and,  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  'of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in 
the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case 
as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her  ' 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  Regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and 
furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission. 
She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in 
the  Asylum,  except  by  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use  of 
the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants  or  patients,  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to 
the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  service  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician,  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Resident  Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and 
approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which, 
when  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  tje  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ; 
should  that  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion  Street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

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THE  FIFTr-PffiST  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  fifty  -hrst  Annual  Report  of  the  Asylum  for  Lying -in- 
Women  is  herewith  presented  to  the  friends  and  patrons  of 
the  Institution. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  show  a  list  of  101  women  re- 
ceived into  the  asylum,  95  children  born  here,  and23S  women 
having  received  free  medical  treatment  at  their  own  homes. 
There  has  been  little  sickness  and  but  one  death,  that  of  an 
infant,  occurring  almost  immediately  after  birth.  There  is 
little  call  for  comment  in  presenting  this  record — but  much 
for  gratitude  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  here  received 
needed  aid  at  a  time  and  in  a  maimer  best  calculated  to  con- 
duce to  the  future  health  and  happiness  of  themselves  and 
their  offspring,  in  the  good  nursing,  healthful  food,  cleanly 
surroundings,  and  sound  medical  treatment  here  afforded,  and 
also  for  even  more  of  gratitude  on  our  part  that  we,  under  a 
kind  Providence,  have  been  allowed  thus  freely  to  minister  to 
our  less  favored  sisters,  blessed  to  an  unusual  degree  with  im- 
munity from  disease  and  death,  as  well  as  from  other  disturb- 
ing causes  to  which  all  such  institutions  are  more  or  less  subject. 

While  the  Board  of  Managers  remains  substantially  the 
same,  we  cannot  omit  brief  mention  of  our  own  personal  loss 
in  the  death  of  two  of  our  managers,  Mrs.  AY.  W.  Jones  and 
Mrs.  James  I.  Roosevelt,  women  whose  S}Tmpathy  with  this 
work  was  warm  and  earnest,  and  whose  loss  will  be  keenly 
felt  by  all  who  were  associated  with  them. 

The  withdrawal  from  the  Board  of  Mrs.  T.  C.  Bunting  is 
also  a  source  of  sincere  regret. 

The  Asylum  building  has  been  fully  renovated  during  the 
past  year,  all  painting,  repairing  and  plumbing  necessary  to 
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preserve  the  usual  degree  of  purity  in  ventilation,  drainage, 
&c,  having  been  thoroughly  done. 

The  Matron,  Mrs.  Hope,  with  her  able  corps  of  assistants, 
maintains  throughout  the  building  the  same  order  and  clean- 
liness, to  the  influence  of  which,  in  keeping  at  so  high  a 
standard  our  health  record,  too  much  importance  cannot  be 
attached. 

Simple  as  is  our  table  of  statistics,  and  uniform  even 
to  monotony  the  daily  life  within  these  walls,  we  may  with 
pleasure  reflect  that  to  those  familiar  with  and  active  in  this 
work,  these  figures  represent  many  a  breaking  heart  and 
wearied  body,  just  ready  to  succumb  under  the  heavy  load 
(the  heaviest  and  saddest  for  woman  to  bear  alone),  but  here 
reviving  and  putting  on  fresh  courage  for  the  struggle  which 
is  the  almost  inevitable  lot  of  those  who  go  out  from  here — and 
let  us  hope  with  a  better  knowledge  of  Him  who  asks  as  one 
proofs  of  discipleship  that  we  bear  one  another's  burdens.

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The  medical  history  of  each  succeeding  year  seems  so 
much  of  a  repetition  of  the  previous  one,  that  it  appears 
to  be  superfluous  to  present  anything 'further  than  these 
tabulated  facts.  I  can  only  repeat  the  words*  of  the  last 
report ;  "  everything  has  worked  regularly  and  normally. 
There  have  been  no  accidents,  no  deaths  among  the  patients," 
with  the  exception  of  an  infant  three  weeks  old,  feeble 
from  birth,  from  uraemic  convulsions  ;  one  case  of  twin  births, 
and  four  easy  instrument  deliveries. 

Mrs.  Hope  continues  to  pervade  the  establishment  with 
undiminished  vigor  and  efficiency.  The  corps  of  district 
physicians  have  continued  to  render  prompt  and  hearty  ser- 
vice whenever  required.  The  outdoor  cases  having  largely 
increased  during  the  year,  presents  a  fact  suggestive  of  the 
prevailing  industrial  distress.  Kotice  also  has  been  attracted 
to  the  presence*  in  the  wards  of  native-born  beneficiaries  in 
greater  proportion  than  in  former  years.  This  has  led  to  the 
addition  of  the  item  "  nativity  "  to  the  usual  statistical  table 
in  this  report,  to  put  this  fact  in  a  striking  light.  It  will  be. 
noticed  that,  of  the  parents  of  the  infants  born  in  the  Asylum 
during  the  last  year,  over  thirty-three  per  cent,  were  natives  of 
the  United  States,  i.  e.,  these  are  second  in  point  of  numbers 
in  regard  to  nationality.  One  of  these  fathers  was  born  in 
the  Asylum. 

These  facts  harmonize  with  others  that  are  to»be  met  with 
on  every  side,  which  .indicate  that  destitution  among  the 
native  population  is  largely  on  the  increase,  and  is  very  much 
to  be  regretted. 

Xo  means  of  inquiring  into  the  cause  of  this  have  presented  ; 
but  perhaps  the  Ladies'  Committees  have  taken  notice  of  this 
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in  their  preliminary  inquiries  into  the  circumstances  of  the 
applicants  for  admission.  It  would  he  interesting  to  know 
whether  this  is  merely  a  temporary  condition,  owing,  per- 
haps, to  the  derangement  of  industries,  or  whether  there  are 
grounds  for  assigning  the  cause  to  an  essential  depreciation 
of  the  public  morale,  and  consequent  social  well-being  of 
this  class.  I  apprehend  that  it  partly  belongs  to  both  causes  ; 
and,  if  so,  it  is  very  suggestive,  and  worthy  of  further  ob- 
servation and  elucidation.  The  practical  duties  pressing 
upon  philanthropists  may  be  in  some  degree  affected  thereby. 

The  management  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  renovation 
and  thorough  repair  of  the  exterior  of  the  building.  It  will 
enable  this  now  venerable  structure  to  make  quite  a  respect- 
able appearance  in  its  centennial  photograph,  amongst  the 
numerous  noble  and  monumental  piles  that  have  been  reared 
and  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  suffering  in  our  city,  since 
the  foundations  of  this  institution  were  laid.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION — Passed  March  Wi,  1827. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations  and  skilful  attendance  to  reputable  female?  5 
who  desire  an  Asylum  during  the  period  of  their  confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  ,a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — 
but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  ai  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superintend- 
ing and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  V.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  VI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annually 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  VII.    Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a

member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscriptions,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
two  patients  in  every  year. 

Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or 
contributions,  rendered  essential  service  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer  for 
the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concurrence  of 
one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order  who  shall 
be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
or  of  the  Society ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Direct  - 
ressses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated  by 
those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Assylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretion- 
ary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
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the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Mana- 
ger, or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of 
Managers,  except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concur- 
rence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  altera- 
tions in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 


RETICLE  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Regulations  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  Fiist  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  pi  ace  of  meeting  ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to 
all  her  rights  and  duties. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  previous  to 
such  meeting. 

III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Treasurer. 

L  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a 'pay  patient,  and  in  the 
latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and 
take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 
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III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  meeting. 

IV.  Xo  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  six 
months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Asylum,  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct 
in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  or  about  the  Asylum. 

ARTICLE  VT. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  Matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed)  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 

.cient  quantity;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 
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IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at- 
every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Physician*. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once 
a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should 
be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance 
of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  ir 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and,  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur 
in  the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case 
as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
31  citron. 

L  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.    She  shall  have  a  general  charse  of  the  Asylum,  and  see  that 
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the  Regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase,  under  the 
directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and  all  other 
stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must   take  care  of    all  the  household  goods  and 
furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission. 
She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in 
the  Asylum,  except  by  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use  of 
the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offenders  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in  . 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician,  it  shall  be  necessary. 

I  V.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  of  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary  reading  a 
portion  of  the  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and 
approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  report  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order  speci- 
fied above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which,  when 
practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws  with- 
out notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Addenda.  , 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  aftbrded. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion  Street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock. 
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THE  FIFTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  The  Xew  York  Asy- 
lum for  Lying-in  Women  is  herewith  presented,  with  no 
specially  new  features  and  little  to  call  for  remark,  but,  as 
always  before,  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  that  Provi- 
dence to  whose  protecting  care  we  owe  our  prosperity  as  an 
institution,  and  our  privilege  of  aiding  and  comforting  those 
in  doing  for  whom  we  have  the  assurance  of  Our  Blessed 
Lord  that  we  do  it  also  unto  Him. 

There  have  been  during  the  year  125  permits  issued  to 
women,  of  whom  73  were  Roman  Catholics  and  52  Protes- 
tants. Ninety-nine  children  have  been  born,  of  whom  three 
have  died.  A  number  have  gone  from  here  well  endorsed 
nurses.  Among  the  mothers  there  have  been  no  deaths  and 
but  little  unusual  sickness.  The  condition  of  the  Asylum 
building  calls  for  no  comment.  Those  who  know  the  efficien- 
cy of  our  Matron,  Mrs.  Hope,  need  no  assurance  of  the  thor- 
oughness of  the  ventilation,  the  faultless  cleanliness  of  the 
house,  and  general  strictness  with  which  all  sanitary  rules 
are  enforced.  Those  who  are  not  familiar  with  these  will 
accept  our  remarkable  immunity  from  death  and  disease  as 
abundant  testimony. 

The  finances  of  the  Asylum,  ably  managed  by  our  Treas- 
urer, are  by  no  means  discouraging,  for  while  our  list  of  sub- 
scribers is  from  various  causes  sensibly  reduced,  we  would 
gratefully  acknowledge  a  liberal  appropriation  from  the  Ex- 
cise Fund,  having  received  more  than  a  thousand  dollars 
from  both  the  outgoing  and  incoming  City  Comptrollers. 
This  aid  from  the  city  is  most  acceptable,  and  there  seems  a 
special  fitness  in  the  appropriation,  from  the  fact  that  the 
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Asylum  opens  its  doors  gratuitously  to  all,  irrespective  of 
creed  or  nationality. 

While  our  Board  of  Managers  remains  substantially  the 
same,  we  record  with  sadness  the  removal  by  death  of  two 
managers,  Mrs.  C.  K.  Garrison,  whose  sudden  death  early  in 
the  winter  deprived  not  only  this  but  other  active  charities 
of  a  ready  hand  and  warm,  sympathizing  heart.  Mrs.  James 
Lee,  for  nearly  twenty  years  a  member  of  the  Board,  during 
the  earlier  years  one  of  the  most  efficient  workers,  and 
though  later  forced  to  relinquish  this  by  advancing  age  and 
failing  health,  never  losing  her  deep  interest  in  the  Asylum 
and  its  work. 

By  the  law  of  compensation  our  Board,  though  feeling 
deeply  these  losses,  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
four  new  managers,  some  of  whom  are  well  initiated  and 
may  be  already  numbered  among  the  workers. 

Dr.  Sterling  still  fills  the  post  of  Resident  Physician,  his 
skilful  care  and  unremitting  attention  gratefully  appreci- 
ated by  the  patients  and  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Donations  in  money,  food,  clothing,  etc.,  are  always  ac- 
ceptable; those  kindly  sent  during  the  year  will  be  elsewhere 
specially  noticed. 

Trusting  that  greater  numbers  of  those  whom  this  Asylum 
is  intended  to  relieve  may  find  their  way  to  its  shelter,  and 
believing  that  as  the  claims  upon  us  increase,  the  means  for 
answering  them  will  also  grow,  we  submit  this  report,  own- 
ing our  dependence  in  all  our  labors  upon  Him  *'  from 
whom  cometh  every  good  and  perfect  gift,"  that  by  His  in- 
spiration we  may  think  those  things  that  are  good,  and  by 
His  merciful  guidance  perform  the  same.

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REMARKS. 


Notwithstanding  the  slight  increase  in  the  death-rate,  as 
shown  in  the  foregoing  table,  we  may  still  claim  for  the  Asy- 
lum another  year  of  nnbroken  prosperity,  and  of  its  usual 
immunity  from  epidemic  disease. 

There  have  been  ninety-nine  children  during  the  ye'ar, 
amongst  them  three  sets  of  twins.  Of  the  ninety-nine,  two 
were  still-born,  and  one  was  feeble  from  birth,  having  been 
resuscitated  from  a  condition  of  asphyxia,  consequent  upon  a 
protracted  labor  of  seventy-two  hours. 

Of  the  two  mothers  who  died,  one  was  the  first  patient  who 
entered  the  Asylum  after  the  last  annual  report.  She  had 
been  ill  for  some  time  before  entrance,  and  was  in  labor 
when  admitted.  For  days  before,  she  had  been  subject  to 
constant  vomitings,  and  of  epigastric  distress  and  pain,  which 
might  be  accounted  for  by  upward  pressure,  aggravated  by 
her  occupation  as  an  operator.  These  symptoms  still  con- 
tinued after  delivery,  and  it  was  found  difficult  to  form  a 
theory  to  account  satisfactorily  for  her  condition,  which  took 
the  form  of  acute  gastritis  purely.  There  was  no  sign  of 
uraemia,  nor  of  septicaemia,  nor  of  peritonitis,  in  the  slightest 
degree.  She  died  purely  of  exhaustion  on  the  fifth  day  after 
confinement,  and  no  autopsy  was  permitted  by  the  relatives. 
Facts,  however,  in  her  previous  history,  subsequently  ac- 
quired, pointed  strongly  to  the  disastrous  action  of  drugs — 
self-administered — upon  the  coats  of  the  stomach,  and  giving 
rise  to  the  fatal  gastritis. 

The  cause  of  death  in  the  other  case  is  more  intimately 
connected  with  the  puerperal  state,  viz.:  uraemic  poisoning. 
The  first  symptoms  did  not  appear  until  the  eighth  clay  after 
confinement.  Then  the  disease  pursued  its  regular  and  rapid 
march  of  malaise,  headache,  vomitings,  convulsions,  hemi- 
plegia, coma,  exhaustion,  and  finally  death  on  the  fourteenth 
day  after  confinement. 

Thus  you  will  see  that  there  has  been  no  puerperal  fever 
nor  peritonitis  among  the  patients  during  the  past  year  ; 
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none  of  those  disastrous  diseases  which  may  be  looked  for  at 
any  time  in  such  an  institution,  derived  for  the  most  part  by 
contagion  from  each  other,  from  the  attendants,  or  from  the 
house  itself.  For  this  we  should  be  thankful,  and  may  feel  as- 
sured that  the  proper  work  of  the  institution  has  been  prose- 
cuted in  a  careful  and  satisfactory  manner. 

And  here  it  is  proper  to  add,  that  for  this  exceedingly  ex- 
ceptional result  in  such  an  establishment,  I  can  only  repeat 
what  has  been  so  often  stated  in  former  reports,  we  are  en- 
tirely indebted  to  the  orderly  management  of  the  house  and 
motherly  care  of  the  patients,  maintained  so  uniformly  and 
steadily  by  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Hope. 

Of  the  three  confined  women  remaining  in  the  house  at 
last  report,  and  the  ninety-six  who  have  been  since  confined, 
ninety-one  have  gone  out,  carrying  ninety-three  healthy  chil- 
dren, and  six  remain,  with  six  children  equally  healthy  ;  s<  i 
that  the  two  still-born  and  one  death  were  offset  by  the  over- 
plus provided  by  three  sets  of  twins. 

The  district  physicians  have  been  more  than  usually  called 
upon.  They  have  given  their  services  cheerfully  and  prompt- 
ly to  three  hundred  and  thirty-four  women  at  their  homes  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  have  thus  again  earned  the  thanks  of  the 
management. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  G-urdon  Buck,  the  Medical  Board  has 
to  record  the  loss  of  its  most  distinguished  member.  He 
sleeps  full  of  years  and  full  of  labors.  His  fitting  eulogy 
we  are  not  called  upon  to  attempt  on  the  present  occasion. 
The  entire  profession,  of  which  he  was  the  pride ;  the  city 
of  his  birth,  that  owes  so  much  to  his  continuous  labors  in  her 
medical  charities  ;  and  the  church  that  he  so  much  loved  and 
adorned,  have  all  risen  in  turn  to  do  honor  to  his  memory. 
He  was  one  of  those  sturdy  pillars  of  the  social  fabric  that 
are  so  essential  to  its  healthful  existence,  but  which  in  the 
onward  march  of  time  must  come  to  be  removed.  And  the 
whole  public  economy  is  necessarily  so  arranged  as  to  supply 
their  places  with  many  of  the  feebler  sort,  when  the  inevi- 
table call  comes  from  the  Master.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

§m  fork  IMntum  Ut  § ymg-in 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION— Passed  March  9th,  1827. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New  York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations  and  skilful  attendance  to  reputable  females 
who  desire  an  Asylum  during  the  period  of  their  confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — 
but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IY.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superintend- 
ing and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  Y.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  YI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annually 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend  to 
the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 
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Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
two  patients  in  every  year. 

Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  service  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  ,the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer  for 
the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concurrence  of 
one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order  who  shall 
be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Direct- 
resses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated  by 
those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretion- 
ary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
2 
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the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Mana- 
ger, or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of 
Managers,  except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concur- 
rence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  altera- 
tions in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 


ARTICLE  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Regulations  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The- First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to 
all  her  rights  and  duties. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  previous  to 
such  meeting. 

III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  at  length. 

IY.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the .  institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

L  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appoin'ed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the 
latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and 
take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 
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III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  six 
months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Asylum,  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct 
in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  or  about  the  Asylum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Injecting  Comm  ittee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  Matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity ;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 
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IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once 
a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should 
be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance 
of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resideiit 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and,  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur 
in  the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case 
as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 

+  emergency. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Matron, 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see  that 
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the  Regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase,  under  the 
directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and  all  other 
stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and 
furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission. 
She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in 
the  Asylum,  except  by  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use  of 
the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offenders  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  iu  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending  * 
Physician,  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  cousent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  of  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary  reading  a 
portion  of  the  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and 
approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

V  [II.    The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  report  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order  speci- 
fied above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which,  when 
practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws  with- 
out notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  afforded. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday.

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THE  FIFTY-FIFTH  ANXUAI  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Asylum  present  their  Fifty- 
fifth  Annual  Report,  acknowledging  with  gratitude  assist- 
ance and  encouragement  from  friends  and  patrons,  grateful 
also  for  freedom  from  debt,  for  entire  harmony  among  our- 
selves, and  above  all,  grateful  for  the  work  we  have  been 
permitted  to  accomplish. 

This  work  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year  a3  usual, 
quietly  but  thoroughly.  The  average  number  of  women 
have  been  received  into  the  Asylum,  and  a  large  number  of 
those  unable  to  leave  their  homes  have  received  there  the 
necessary  attendance  and  advice.  All  this  in  each  case  being 
without  charge,  the  only  requisite  for  admittance  being  a 
marriage  certificate,  and  a  recommendation  from  some  re- 
sponsible person. 

Owing  probably  to  the  unusual  destitution  among  the 
lower  classes,  there  has  been  a  much  poorer  condition  of 
health  among  the  women  admitted  than  is  usual,  and  a  con- 
sequent failure  in  the  vigor  of  the  children  born  here.  The 
deaths — of  which  there  were  one  of  mothers  and  four  of  in- 
fants, and  three  still-born — occurring  in  the  early  part  of  the 
winter,  were  the  result  of  some  organic  trouble  or  of  the 
wasted  condition  of  the  system  existing  previous  to  entrance 
into  the  Asylum. 

Later  in  the  winter  a  woman  in  destitute  circumstances 
and  very  sick  came  in  the  night  to  seek  admission,  which  of 
course  was  not  refused.  She  was  found  to  be  in  a  diseased 
condition,  and  had  a  long  and  serious  sickness.  This  was 
soon  followed  by  another  similar  case,  supposed  to  be  the  re- 
sult of  contagion,  but  soon  pronounced  by  the  doctors  pner- 
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pcral,  though  in  a  modified  form.  Those  women  who  could 
leave  were  at  once  sent  to  their  homes,  where  they  received 
an  appropriation  from  the  Asylum  fund  and  an  order  for  the 
services  of  a  district  physician,  and  no  other  permits  were 
issued ;  but  eight  women  were  obliged  to  remain,  who,  one 
after  another,  were  smitten  with  the  disease  ;  all  were  des- 
perately ill,  but  all  recovered,  and  too  much  credit  cannot  be 
awarded  to  the  care  and  watchfulness  of  the  doctor,  as  well 
as  to  the  thoroughness  and  fidelity  with  which  Mrs.  Hope 
and  her  assistants  performed  every  detail  of  the  arduous 
duties  devolving  upon  them.  While  regretting  this  sickness 
and  the  enforced  temporary  closing  of  our  doors,  there  is 
surely  reason  for  increased  confidence  in  the  management 
and  sanitary  condition  of  our  Asylum,  that  such  a  sickness 
can  have  been  among  us  and  left  us  without  fatal  results. 

Those  seeking  aid  here  represent  all  shades  of  want,  from 
the  abject  poor  to  those  who,  having  heretofore  earned  a 
comfortable  support,  have  this  winter  been  forced  to  ask  for 
help.  Two  among  the  many  cases  may  not  be  without  inter- 
terest  as  showing  this. 

The  first,  an  English  woman — her  married  life  begun  hap- 
pily in  England — bearing  still  traces  of  early  beauty  and  re- 
finement. Having  passed  through  various  vicissitudes,  and 
at  last  parted  from  her  husband,  she  left  her  two  children  at 
some  institution,  passed  a  night  at  the  station-house,  and  pre- 
sented herself  at  our  doors,  a  pitiable  object,  destitute  and  dis- 
couraged, with  apparently  no  regard  for  appearances  and  no 
hope  for  the  future.  Four  weeks  of  wholesome  food  and  the 
even  more  wholesome  influence  of  regular  life,  cleanly  dress 
and  habits,  were  not  without  effect,  and  when,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  that  time,  she  left  with  her  baby,  may  we  not  hope  it 
was  with  better  courage  and  higher  aims  % 

The  second,  a  young  German  Lutheran,  was  brought  by 
the  husband,  an  intelligent,  respectable  man,  a  good  work- 
man, who  had  up  to  that  time  been  able  to  command  steady 
wages,  but  had  failed  in  getting  work,  was  without  money, 
and  was  that  day  turned  into  the  street  and  unable  to  provide 
for  his  wife  that  shelter  and  protection  it  should  be  man's 
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highest  pleasure  to  accord,  as  it  is  woman's  privilege  to  receive 
at  such  a  time.  Having  heard  of  this  Asylum,  he  sought  it 
in  his  extremity,  gratefully  accepting  for  his  wife  what  he 
was  unable  to  provide.  Her  confinement  was  severe,  puer- 
peral fever  following ;  but  careful  nursing,  under  a  kind  Prov- 
idence, saved  her  life,  and  when  she  left  with  a  vigorous  child 
it  was  with  an  earnest  expression  of  the  deepest  gratitude  for 
all  that  this  home  had  been  to  her.  The  husband  had  found 
work,  and  was  prepared  to  receive  and  support  them,  and 
they  began  life  again,  grateful  for  aid  thus  given  in  their 
dark  days. 

The  Board  of  Managers  remains  the  same.  Our  Matron, 
Mrs.  Hope,  continues  her  able  supervision  of  affairs  at  the 
Asylum. 

We  have  sustained  a  heavy  loss  in  the  sudden  death  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  our  resident  physician,  Dr.  Sterling,  whose 
long  and  successful  professional  connection  with  this  Asylum 
had  won  for  him  an  enviable  reputation.  His  skill  as  a  phy- 
sician and  his  kincfness  as  a  man  will  be  gratefully  remem- 
bered by  all  who  knew  him.  It  is  with  sincere  pleasure  that 
we  acknowledge  our  grateful  appreciation  of  the  ready  sym- 
pathy with  which  Dr.  Ward,  who  had  previously  occupied 
Dr.  Sterling's  place  during  temporary  absence  in  Europe, 
again  came  forward  at  the  time  of  his.  death  and  gratuitously 
rendered  all  necessary  aid  until  the  election  by  our  Consult- 
ing Board  of  Physicians  of  Dr.  Forest,  the  present  Resident 
Physician. 

Thanks  are  also  due  for  various  donations  of  articles  of 
use  and  comfort,  which  will  be  specially  acknowledged  else- 
wrhere. 

While  feeling  keenly,  in  common  with  many  sister  societieF, 
the  withdrawal  of  the  liberal  donation  heretofore  granted 
from  the  Excise  fund,  and  earnestly  hoping  that  at  some 
future  time  it  may  consistently  and  legally  be  again  appro- 
priated in  this  way,  we  cannot  be  too  grateful  that  we  are 
still  enabled  to  carry  on  this  work,  which,  though  not  among 
the  prominent  charities  of  this  city,  is  certainly  one  of  the 
most  useful — and  in  its  direct  and  wholesome  influence,  not 
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only  on  the  mother,  bnt  on  the  little  lives  begun  witm^  these 
walls,  commends  itself  to  Him  whose  promise  is,  that  love 
and  charity  shown  to  one  of  the  least  of  these  little  ones  is 
shown  also  unto  Him.

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For  a  long  number  of  years  this  institution  lias  pursued 
the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  almost  undisturbed  by  disease  and 
death.  Not  only  has  it  escaped  those  devastating  epidemics 
that  not  unfrequently  sweep  through  the  wards  of  institutions 
of  the  character  of  this  one,  but  it  has  heretofore  been  singu- 
larly exempt  from  those  fatal  accidents  incident  to  the  puer- 
peral state. 

The  history  of  the  year  just  closed,  however,  presents  a 
striking  contrast  to  that  of  former  years  in  respect  to  the  visi- 
tations of  disease  and  death. 

At  the  very  beginning  of  the  year,  only  a  few  weeks  sub- 
sequent to  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  Resident  Physician, 
Thos.  B.  Sterling,  was  taken  away  by  death.  For  a  period  of 
nearly  eighteen  years  he  had  given  his  services  to  the  institu- 
tion, fulfilling  its  duties  with  rare  ability  and  fidelity.  lie  was 
a  gentleman  well  known  to  the  friends  of  this  institution,  and 
known  and  respected  by  the  medical  profession  of  this  city. 
Resolutions  of  esteem  for  his  character  and  regret  for  his 
death  have  been  forwarded  to  the  institution  from  the  Acad- 
emy of  Medicine, 

The  death  of  one  woman  is  reported.  A  mother  by  the 
very  effort  of  giving  birth  to  her  child  was  smitten  by  death. 

The  rupture  of  the  maternal  organ,  an  event  as  unexpected 
and  as  sudden  as  would  be  a  flash  of  lightning  from  a  clear 
sky,  brought  almost  instant  death  to  the  babe,  and  speedy  and 
unavoidable  death  to  the  mother. 

We  have  to  record  four  still-births  among  the  children  born 
at  the  Asylum :  one  due  to  the  accident  to  the  mother  men- 
tioned above  ;  another  to  a  misplacement  of  the  child  ;  a  third 
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had  been  dead  for  some  time  before  birth;  and  the  fourth 
was  due  to  an  abnormality  of  the  maternal  parts.  The 
record  shows  that  three  of  the  children  born  at  the  Asylum 
died  after  birth,  an  unusual  mortality  for  this  institution. 

One  of  these  was  delivered  by  version,  and  died  an  hour 
after  birth. 

A  second  was  a  very  puny  child,  and  lived  but  two  days 
after  birth,  while  the  third  died  from  a  disease  inherited  from 
its  parents. 

The  cause  of  this  unusual  mortality  may  not  be  very  evi- 
dent, and  any  explanation  must  be  more  or  less  hypothetical, 
}Tet  we  venture  to  suggest  that  most  of  it  has  been  due  to  the 
destitution  and  suffering  of  the  mothers,  incident  to  these 
hard  times. 

The  deterioration  in  the  health  of  the  mothers  has  reacted 
upon  that  of  the  children,  and  as  a  consequence,  we  have  had 
an  unusual  number  of  still-births,  of  deaths  among  the  chil- 
dren, and  an  unusual  number  of  feeble  children. 

It  is  the  testimony  of  our  experienced  and  capable  Matron, 
Mrs.  Hope,  that  during  her  long  experience  of  twenty-three 
years  in  the  Asylum,  there  has  never  been,  in  any  year,  so 
many  women  admitted  so  deteriorated  in  health,  as  during 
the  past  year.  As  a  fitting  close  to  this  fatal  year,  and  per- 
haps springing  from  the  same  cause — the  deteriorated  health 
of  the  inmates,  an  epidemic  of  puerperal  fever  has  swept 
through  the  wards,  necessitating  the  temporary  closure  of  the 
institution.  Nine  women  in  all  were  attacked  by  this  fever. 
Fortunately  all  recovered,  though  some  came  back  from  the 
very  portals  of  death.  The  recovery  of  every  patient  from 
so  fatal  a  disease  as  puerperal  fever  is  a  remarkable  result, 
and,  under  Providence,  was  perhaps  due  to  the  thorough  anti- 
septic treatment  to  which  the  patients  were  subjected. 

This  treatment  the  progress  of  medical  science  has  but 
lately  fully  developed,  and  we  may  almost  hope  that  a  thor- 
ough application  of  this  principle  of  treatment  may,  in  the 
near  future,  rob  this  dread  disease  of  its  terrors. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  speaking  a  word  of 
commendation  in  praise  of  our  district  physicians.  They 
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have  been  faithful  in  their  attendance  upon  our  cases,  and 
though  serving  without  compensation,  and  oftentimes  visiting 
among  scenes  of  squalor  and  destitution  that  were  sickening 
to  witness,  yet  they  have  treated  their  patients  with  uniform 
respect  and  attention. 

Many  times  during  the  past  year  the  district  patients  have 
given  unsolicited  testimony  as  to  the  professional  and  gentle- 
manly attentions  of  our  district  physicians.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

<Am  \(ovk  l^yhtm  for  Cmng-in  Women, 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION— Passed  March  Wi,  1827. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New  York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations  and  skilful  attendance  to  reputable  females 
*        who  desire  an  Asylum  during  the  period  of  their  confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  -who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third. 
Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — 
but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IT.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superintend- 
ing and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  Y.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  YI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annually 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend  to 
the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 
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Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
two  patients  in  every  year. 

Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  service  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  -meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
cofnpetent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer  for 
the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concurrence  of 
one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order  who  shall 
be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Direct- 
resses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated  by 
those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretion- 
ary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in 
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the  admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also 
report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVIII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Mana- 
ger, or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of 
Managers,  except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XIX.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concur- 
rence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  altera- 
tions in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 


ARTICLE  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Regulations  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the-  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  tin\e  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  Eirst  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on.  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to 
all  her  rights  and  duties. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  previous  to 
such  meeting. 

III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visiting  Committee. , 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the 
latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and 
take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 
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III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  conies  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  six 
months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Asylum,  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct 
in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  or  about  the  Asylum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  Matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity ;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 
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IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Physicians, 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once 
a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should 
be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance 
of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and,  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out,  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  Occur 
in  the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case 
as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

»  II.    She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and'  see  that 
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the  Regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase,  under  the 
directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and  all  other 
stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  unfter  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and 
furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission. 
She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in 
the  Asylum,  except  by  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use  of 
the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offenders  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician,  it  shall  be  necessary. 

I  V.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  of  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary  reading  a 
portion  of  the  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and 
approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  report  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order  speci- 
fied above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which,  when 
practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

ARTICLE  XL 
By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws  with- 
out notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  afforded. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday.

THE  FIFTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


As  year  after  year  we  are  called  upon  to  review  our  work, 
the  conviction  is  strengthened  that  the  real  record  of  the 
work  of  this  institution  is  written  rather  in  the  hearts  and 
lives  of  those  who  enjoy  its  privileges  and  of  those  who  are 
allowed  to  minister  to  them,  than  in  any  formal  report,  how- 
ever carefully  prepared. 

We  began  our  year  with  closed  wards,  having  just  passed 
through  a  severe  visitation  of  puerperal  fever  (without,  how- 
ever, any  loss  of  life),  after  which  the  building  was  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  disinfected,  and  on  the  15th  of  May  permits 
were  again  issued  to  the  many  eagerly  seeking  refuge  here. 
Since  then  the  daily  routine  has  gone  on  with  almost  unbro- 
ken quiet,  and  yet  this  very  quiet  is  our  best  proof  of  pros- 
perity. 

There  has  been  little  severe  sickness.  One  case  of  threat- 
ened puerperal  causing  alarm  and  a  brief  closing  of  the  house. 
With  this  exception  the  health  record  has  been  better  than 
for  some  years.  The  usual  average  of  women  has  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  Asylum,  and  about  the  same  number  as  hereto- 
fore have  received  aid  and  treatment  at  their  own  homes. 
Accurate  tables  giving  these  statistics  are  given  with  this 
report. 

Our  Board  of  Managers,  harmonious  and  unbroken  by  dis- 
cord, has  been  invaded  by  death  taking  from  us  one  of  our 
oldest  members,  Mrs.  R.  S.  Bullus :  earnest,  warm-hearted, 
generous  and  active,  not  alone  in  this,  but  in  many  other  good 
works.  Her  genial  presence  and  loving  interest  will  be 
missed  by  all  who  knew  her.  While  mourning  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  such  a  loss,  wre  are  also  grateful  for  the  addi- 
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tion  to  oar  Board  of  four  (4)  new  members,  cordially  wel- 
comed as  co-workers  by  those  upon  whom  the  burden  has  of 
late  fallen  somewhat  heavily. 

It  is  a  source  of  sincere  regret  to  the  Board  that  our  Resi- 
dent Physician,  Dr.  Forest,  owing  to  his  recent  marriage, 
will  not  be  able  longer  to  remain  with  us. 

We  tender  him  our  hearty  good  wishes,  and  shall  always 
remember  with  pleasure  his  connection  with  the  asylum. 

Our  financial  report  is  by  no  means  discouraging,  for  though 
obliged  to  incur  heavy  additional  expenses,  necessitated  by 
the  presence  of  contagious  disease,  we  have,  on  the  other  hand, 
been  remembered  with  exceptional  liberality  b}7  our  friends. 
In  addition  to  our  subscriptions  from  old  friends,  always 
gratefully  acknowledged,  we  would  mention  special  dona- 
tions of  $250  from  Mrs.  A.  T.  Stewart,  of  §200  from  Hon. 
Henry  Hilton,  and  of  $1,600  from  the  Excise  Fund. 

Our  domestic  corps,  with  our  ever  faithful  matron,  Mrs. 
Hope,  at  its  head,  fortunately  remains  unchanged,  and  we 
take  up  the  duties  of  the  coming  year  with  sincere  gratitude 
for  past  blessings  and  good  hope  for  the  future,  earnestly 
commending  this  work  to  all  who  would  extend  to  suffering 
woman  comfort  and  shelter  in  her  extremest  need,  and,  above 
all,  commending  it  to  Him  without  whose  aid  we  can  do  no 
good  thing.

EEMAEKS. 


In  presenting  the  foregoing  report  for  the  past  year,  very 
little  comment  on  my  part  is  necessary.  The  statistics  of  the 
past  year,  showing  the  Asylum  to  have  escaped  devastating 
epidemics  as  well  as  (with  one  exception)  those  fatal  acci- 
dents incident  to  the  puerperal  state,  speaks  more  eloquently 
of  the  successful  and  harmonious  management  of  the  institu- 
tion than  any  remarks  that  I  can  make.  "  By  their  fruits  ye 
shall  know  them  "  is  one  of  those  divine  searching  truths 
that  may  be  applied  to  institutions  as  well  as  to  individuals ; 
and  by  this  test  this  institution  may  confidently  ask  that  it 
shall  be  judged. 

In  referring  to  the  report,  the  most  noticeable  thing  is  the 
unusually  small  number  of  confinements  during  the  year 
just  past.  The  reason  for  this  will  be  sufficiently  obvious 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  institution  commenced  the 
year  with  closed  doors.  An  epidemic  of  puerperal  fever, 
from  which  happily  we  escaped  without  the  loss  of  a  single 
patient,  necessitated  the  extreme  measure  of  the  temporary 
closure  of  the  Asylum.  Consequently  for  a  period  of  two 
months,  one-sixth  of  the  year,  there  were  no  confinements  in 
this  institution.  During;  this  time  the  whole  building  was 
thoroughly  disinfected  and  renovated.  The  usefulness  of 
this  measure  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  there  were  no  cases  of 
fever  during  the  past  year. 

The  two  deaths  among  the  infants  mentioned  in  the  report 
were  :  one  from  convulsions  (cause  unknown),  and  the  other 
from  haemorrhage  from  the  navel.  This  occurred  the  third 
day  after  the  birth  of  the  child,  and  was  not  discovered  in 
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time  to  save  the  child's  life.  This  form  of  hemorrhage  is 
not  due  to  any  mismanagement  of  the  child,  but,  as  far  as  is 
known,  to  a  hemorrhagic  diathesis.    It  is  usually  fatal. 

There  were  two  still-births  during  the  year :  one  in  a  case 
of  Podalic  version,  and  the  other  in  a  case  of  partial  placenta 
previa.  This  latter  condition  is  often  fatal  to  both  mother 
and  child  ;  but  in  this  case  the  mother  was  saved.  The  con- 
dition was  unsuspected  until  labor  had  commenced,  and  then 
nature  terminated  the  labor  before  I  could  be  summoned. 

Among  the  mothers  there  was  one  death,  a  case  of  perito- 
nitis following  an  operation  of  Podalic  version  by  the  Attend- 
ing Physician.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION — Passed  March  9th,  1827. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New  York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations  and  skilful  attendance  to  reputable  females 
who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their  confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year  ; 
but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IY.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superintend- 
ing and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  Y.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated,  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  YI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annually 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend  to 
the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 
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Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
two  patients  in  every  year. 

Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  service  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer  for 
the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concurrence  of 
one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order  who  shall 
be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Direct- 
resses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated  by 
those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretion- 
ary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Mana- 
ger, or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of 
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Managers,  except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XVIII.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  concur- 
rence of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  altera- 
tions in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE

ARTICLE  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Regulations  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to 
all  her  rights  and  duties. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  previous  to 
such  meeting. 

III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  at  length. 

IY.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the 
latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and 
take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 
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III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  conies  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  six 
months  in  the  country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Asylum,  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct 
in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  or  about  the  Asylum. 

ARTICLE  VT. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  Matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 
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IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

'Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once 
a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should 
be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance 
of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  Attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and,  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out,  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

YI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur 
in  the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case 
as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see  that 
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the  Regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  are  carried  into  effect;  she  shall  purchase,  under  the 
directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and  all  other 
stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and 
furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission. 
She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in 
the  Asylum,  except  by  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use  of 
the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offenders  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician,  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated,  unless,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Physician,  health  or  condition  will  not  permit. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 
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ARTICLE  X, 

Order  of  .Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  sliall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  of  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

IE.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary  reading  a 
portion  of  the  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and 
approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  Special  Committees.

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THE  FIFTY-SEVENTH  AXXUAL  REPORT. 


Again  we  present  our  Animal  Report,  giving  those  inter- 
ested a  record  of  the  work  dune  in  the  Asylum  during  this, 
its  fifty-seventh  year. 

Statistics  orivin^  the  number  of  women  receiving  aid,  both 
in  the  Asylum  and  at  their  own  houses,  from  district  physi- 
cians, will  be  found  with  the  report.  To  these  figures  there 
is  little  to  add  but  grateful  acknowledgment  of  a  season  of 
more  than  usual  prosperity,  for  we  have  this  year  been  spared 
the  presence  of  contagious  disease,  and  have  had  fewer 
deaths  among  both  mothers  and  children,  than  in  some 
previous  years. 

One  case  of  which  it  is  necessary  to  make  here  but  brief 
mention,  as  it  will  be  fully  noticed  in  the  medical  report,  we 
will,  however,  record  with  gratitude :  the  successful  per- 
formance here  of  an  operation  but  rarely  accomplished  in 
this  country,  the  subject  having  recovered  health  and  strength, 
and  eliciting  warm  commendation  from  the  physicians  for 
the  cpiiet  courage  with  which  she  met  the  ordeal. 

Among  the  recipients  of  the  benefits  offered  by  this  Asylum 
there  are  many  who  for  the  first  time  ask  such  charity,  but 
receive  it  in  all  cases  most  appreciatively.  There  is,  however, 
a  growing  feeling  among  those  most  interested  in  having  this 
Institution  accomplish  its  mission  to  the  fullest  extent  possi- 
ble, that  there  should  be  among  those  admitted  here  a  larger 
proportion  from  a  better  class,  who  if  once  brought  here 
would  realize  the  wisdom  of  escaping  for  a  time  from  the 
wearing  anxieties  of  a  small  house,  to  receive  here  good  care 
and  attendance,  relieved  at  the  same  time  from  the  expense 
attendant  upon  such  sickness,  which  proves  sometimes  to  a 
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man  who  can  readily  meet  the  ordinary  demands  of  a  family, 
the  one  draft  too  much  upon  his  scanty  purse,  and  involves 
him  later  in  poverty  and  debt. 

Thanks  are  due  for  substantial  aid  and  encouragement,  in 
subscriptions  and  donations  in  money  and  provisions.  To 
the  present  Comptroller  especial  thanks  are  tendered  for  one 
thousand  dollars  (§1,000),  appropriated  by  the  Excise  Fund, 
as  acceptable  as  it  is  timely. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  working  Board  of  Managers, 
which  has  met  with  no  changes  this  year.  The  division  of 
labor  has  been  perhaps  somewhat  less  unequal  than  in  pre- 
vious years.  The  corps  of  employees  in  the  house,  with  Mrs. 
Hope  at  its  head,  is  also  unchanged. 

There  have  been  but  few  repairs  necessary  in  the  house, 
everything  of  that  kind  having  been  so  thoroughly  done  in  the 
year  preceding ;  and  the  whole  building  is  believed  to  be  now 
in  a  remarkably  healthful  condition,  especially  in  regard  to 
the  vital  points  of  plumbing  and  ventilation. 

We  can  look  back  with  gratitude  upon  the  year  just  passed, 
thankful  for  the  share  of  women's  work  we  have  been  per- 
mitted to  do,  and  hoping  to  do  more  and  better  in  the  years 
to  come.

EEMAEKS. 


Congratulations  may  well  be  indulged  in  by  all,  notwith- 
standing the  slight  increase  in  the  death-rate,  on  account  of 
the  proverbial  prosperity  of  the  Asylum  and  its  singular  im- 
munity from  epidemic  disease. 

Ninety-four  children  have  been  born  during  the  year, 
amongst  them  two  sets  of  twins.  Of  the  ninety-four,  four 
were  still- born,  and  two  died  from  convulsions  (causes  un- 
known), and  one  from  Atelectasis  pxdmomim,  or  imperfect 
expansion  of  the  lungs. 

One  mother,  who  entered  the  Asylum  in  a  very  debilitated 
condition,  died  on  the  fourth  day  after  her  confinement,  from 
double  pneumonia,  a  disease  which  is  almost  invariably  fatal. 

Tiie  most  interesting  fact  in  referring  to  the  report  is  the 
unusual  number  of  confinements  during  the  year,  and  this 
would  be  largely  increased  were  it  not  that  a  falling  off 
occurred  since  last  December. 

An  explanation  of  this  phenomenon,  and  one  which  has 
been  ascertained  not  only  within  the  Asylum,  but  also  be- 
yond its  walls,  is  the  injurious  effects  which  the  press  had  at 
that  time  in  alarming  the  minds  of  the  class  of  women  to 
whom  this  management  extends  its  aid,  by  accounts,  whether 
exaggerated  or  not,  of  other  charitable  institutions. 

The  City  Mission,  in  providing  nurses,  those  good  ladies, 
who  like  the  Master  "  go  about  doing  good,"  to  visit  the 
women  at  their  own  homes,  has  detained  many  who  otherwise 
would  be  compelled  to  seek  the  shelter  of  the  Asylum. 

There  has  been  no  contagion,  no  puerperal  disease,  no 
peritonitis  among  the  patients  during  the  past  year;  none  of 
those  dreadful  diseases  which  bring  dire  destruction  with 
them,  and  which  may  at  any  time  happen  in  such  an  institu- 
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tion,  having  its  source  in  the'  contagion  derived  from  one 
another,  the  attendants,  the  physicians,  or  the  house  itself. 

For  this  great  blessing  we  should  be  thankful  to  God, 
"  who  healeth  all  our  infirmities,"  for  protecting  and  guiding 
this  admirable  charity  in  its  wonted  course  so  quietly  and  so 
harmoniously.  We  may  be  assured  that  the  accustomed 
work  of  the  Asylum  has  been  performed  in  a  careful  and 
satisfactory  manner. 

And  here  it  gives  me  sincere  pleasure  to  add  that  this  ex- 
ceedingly good  state  of  things  is  entirely  due  to  the  good 
management  of  the  house,  the  watchful  attention,  the  good 
judgment,  the  motherly  care  displayed  so  constantly,  not  only 
to  the  patients,  but  also  to  all  others  in  the  house  by  the 
Matron,  Mrs.  Hope,  who  in  a  few  months  will  have  completed 
a  quarter  of  a  century  of  incessant  and  arduous  duty  in  the 
Asylum. 

The  district  pliTsicians  have  been  very  frequently  called 
upon.  The  thanks  of  the  management  are  due  them  for 
promptness  in  responding  to  the  three  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  women  at  their  homes,  and  the  care  displayed  in  their 
attendance  on  them. 

Of  the  two  confined  women  remaining  in  the  house  at  the 
last  report,  and  the  ninety-two  who  have  been  confined  since, 
eighty-seven  mothers  have  gone  out  carrying  eighty-nine 
healthy  children,  and  none  now  remain. 

It  is  proper  for  me  at  this  time  to  refer  to  an  operation  the 
only  one  of  the  kind  performed  in  the  history  of  this  institu- 
tion, and  one  which  all  who  have  a  love  not  only  for  obstetric 
art,  but  also  for  mankind,  must  rejoice  in,  namely,  laparo- 
elytrotomy,  a  substitute  for  the  Cesarean  section. 

The  child  in  the  case  of  this  woman  was  already  dead,  but 
could  not  be  delivered  "  per  vias  naturales ; "  hence,  some 
capital  operation  was  indicated  in  order  to  preserve  the  life 
of  the  mother.  This  operation  was  selected,  performed,  and 
the  patient  recovered.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION— Passed  March  9th,  1827. 


Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New  York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women." 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations  and  skilful  attendance  to  reputable  females 
who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their  confinement. 

Art.  III.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year  ; 
but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Managers. 

Art.  IY.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Superintend- 
ing and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  Y.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated,  and  filled,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  YI.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annually 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend  to 
the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year.

Art.  VII.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  IX.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
two  patients  in  every  year. 

Art.  X.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  XI.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
mch  persons  Honorary  Members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  service  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  XII.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  XIII.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer  for 
the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concurrence  of 
one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order  who  shall 
be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Direct- 
resses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated  by 
those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XV.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretion- 
ary powers. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  XVII.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  Mana- 
ger, or  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of 
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Managers,  except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  XVIII.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  at  12  o'clock,  when  the  eoncur- 
rence  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  may. make  such  altera- 
tions in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 


ARTICLE  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws,  and  Regulations  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

Y.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to 
all  her  rights  and  duties. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  previous  to 
such  meeting. 

III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager  of  her  election,  immedi- 
ately after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the 
latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and 
take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 
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III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  the 
names  bf  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  meeting. 

IY.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  six 
months  in  the  country. 

Y.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

YI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house,  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion  dis- 
charge her. 

YIL  They  shall  take  care  that  the  institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

YII1.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Asylum,  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  Matron  and 
servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct 
in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 

IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  or  about  the  Asylum. 

ARTICLE  YI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  Matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity ;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 
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IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once 
a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should 
be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance 
of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  Attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and,  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  'deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out,  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur 
in  the  Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age 
of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case 
as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Jffatron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  a  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see  that 
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the  Regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase,  under  the 
directions  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and  all  other 
stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and 
furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  special  permission. 
She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are  used  in 
the  Asylum,  except  by  direction  of  the  Physician,  for  the  use  of 
the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offenders  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  person  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician,  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated,  unless,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Physician,  health  or  condition  will  not  permit. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  of  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary  reading  a 
portion  of  the  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and 
approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 
Y.    The  report  of  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  report  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order  speci- 
fied above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
institution  may  be  next  introduced  for  consideration,  which,  when 
practicable,  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

ARTICLE  XL 
By -Lewis. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-laws  with- 
out notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

AETICLE  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  afforded. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday ;  should 
that  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday.
